THE MAKING OF THE JAGUARS 


Below are significant dates in Jaguars history: 


August 17, 1989: Touchdown Jacksonville was formed. Touchdown Jacksonville was 
the organization that helped convince the NFL the city was ready for a professional 
football team using the slogan, “A Community Effort to Win an NFL Franchise.” 


November 30, 1993: NFL Commisioner Paul Tagliabue announces Jacksonville as 
the 30th NFL franchise. The announcement came five weeks after the league had 
announced the Carolina Panthers as the 29th franchise. 


February 21, 1994: Boston College Head Coach Tom Coughlin was named the 
Jaguars head coach. Coach Coughlin was the franchise's head coach from 1995- 
2002 and compiled a 68-60 record (.531 pct.) and made four playoff appearances 
with the Jaguars. After winning two Super Bowls with the New York Giants as the 
team’s head coach from 2004-15, Coughlin returned to the Jaguars as the team’s 
executive vice president of football operations in 2017. 


April 21, 1995: The Jaguars acquire Green Bay Packers QB Mark Brunell in the 
franchise's first trade. Brunell played for Jacksonville from 1995-03 and stands 
as the team’s all-time leader in passing yards (25,698), completions (2,184) and 
passing TDs. He was voted No. 5 on the Jaguars All-25. 


April 22, 1995: Jaguars select USC LT Tony Boselli with the second overall pick in 
the 1995 NFL Draft. Boselli played his entire career with the Jaguars and was a five- 
time Pro Bowl selection (1996-2000) and three-time All-Pro (1997-99). During his 
seven seasons in the NFL, Boselli allowed only 15.5 sacks, and was the first Jaguars 


players to be inducted into the team's “Pride of the Jaguars.” 


THE LOGO 


The Jaguars 25th season commemorative logo, which was introduced by Owner 
Shad Khan at the team’s annual State of the Franchise, integrates four distinct 
elements designed to celebrate the team and its relationship with the Jacksonville 
community. 


The Shield: The celebratory mark is anchored by a shield encasing the Jaguars mark, 
the City of Jacksonville skyline and the stylized number 25. The shield is also a nod 
to Jacksonville's deep military traditions and the Jaguars’ longstanding support of 
both active duty and veteran personnel. It represents the strength and resiliency 
of this franchise, which continues to push forward 
in its pursuit of becoming a championship football 
team. 


25: The number 25 rises above the City of 
Jacksonville skyline, symbolizing the dawn of 
the next era of Jaguars football. It is displayed 
prominently in the team’s proprietary font, 
Jaguars Newer Bold, which is a modern twist on 
classic block letters. It represents the convergence 
of the Jaguars’ respect for tradition and progress 
that drives the team to push the boundaries of 
innovation, both on and off the field. 





The Skyline: More than 25 years ago, the 
Jaguars were born thanks to the passion of the 
hardworking citizens of this community who 
willed the franchise into existence. The iconic skyline celebrates DUUUVAL and the 
fans who inspire and motivate our team on a daily basis. 


Teal: The sky full of teal represents game day in Jacksonville when the city is awash 
in painted faces, rally towels and car flags as fans make their way to TIAA Bank 
Field. A mixture of blue sky and ocean waves, teal is the unique signature color of 
the Jaguars and a key part of team’s uniforms since the inaugural season.

Since their inaugural season in 1995, the Jacksonville Jaguars have played 
their home games in downtown Jacksonville, Fla., at what is now known as TIAA 
Bank Field. In its life span, the stadium has been in an almost-perpetual state 
of evolution through innovation, brought on by the vision and leadership of the 
team’s owner Shad Khan. Since January of 2012, Khan and the City of Jacksonville 
together have spent more than $170 million improving the fan experience at TIAA 
Bank Field and constructing Daily's Place. It now boasts some of the most unique 
stadium assets in the country. 


NEW NAME, STILL THE ‘BANK 


In June 2018, the Jaguars home stadium became known as TIAA Bank Field 
when EverBank became part of TIAA's retail financial services business. The 
Jaguars and TIAA Bank began a relationship in 2010, which was extended 
in 2012 to run through 2025. Fans in Duval County have affectionately nick- 
named the stadium “The ‘Bank”, and on key defensive possessions, the video 
boards will encourage the crowd to “Lock Down The ‘Bank!” 


JUST KEEP SWIMMING 


Perhaps no feature at TIAA Bank Field is more well-known than the two Axalta 
Spas located on the top deck in the north end zone. Constructed in 2014, the 
two swim spas are still one-of-a-kind around the NFL and allow locals and 
visitors alike to cool off in the hot Florida sun. Guests can lounge in shaded 
cabanas in between dips in the pool and enjoy full concierge service. They can 
also join the party in the center of the north deck at TIAA Bank Field. It's one 
of the biggest party scenes on game day as it's open to any ticketed guest in 
the stadium, regardless of seat location. 


A NEW WAY TO “TAIL’GATE 


The big cats welcomed some new furry friends cheering them on from TIAA 
Bank Field last season with the introduction of Pet Paradise Park, the NFL’s 
first in-stadium dog park. Located on the south Sky Patio, the park welcomed 
approximately 300 preselected dogs throughout the 2018 season, including 
those of a few Jaguars players. This season the park will continue to host 
winners of the DUUUVAL Dog of the Week fan sweepstakes, Pet Paradise 
customers and special guests from the Jacksonville Humane Society. Pet 
Paradise Park will feature a large artificial turf play area, a bone-shaped 
swimming pool, shady palm trees, a live internet camera and a veterinarian 
on call at all times. 
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LARGER THAN LIFE 


TIAA Bank Field is the proud home of two of the world’s largest in-stadium 
video boards, which made their debuts in 2014. Each 362 feet wide and 60 feet 
high, the two massive end zone displays are wider than the length of a football 
field and turned on their sides would be taller than the Statue of Liberty. The 
video boards feature 13mm HD pixel spacing and are capable of showing any 
combination of live action, instant replays, vivid graphics, colorful animations, 
up-to-the-minute statistics, scoring information and sponsor advertisements. 
The wide angle viewing capability provides fans with a clear view of the 
displays from any seat in the stadium. 
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READY TO ROCK 


Jacksonville was selected as one of only 13 cities in the U.S. to play host to The 
Rolling Stones’ hugely successful NO FILTER Tour this summer. It was the first 
time The Stones had visited Jacksonville in nearly 30 years, but the second 
large stadium tour to visit in less than a year. TIAA Bank Field also welcomed 
home-town favorites Lynyrd Skynyrd and guests Kid Rock and Jason Aldean 
to a sold-out Labor Day concert to kick off the 2018 season. The Jaguars, the 
City of Jacksonville and SMG Jacksonville are committed to bringing more live 
entertainment to downtown and TIAA Bank Field.

The Jaguars are celebrating 25 seasons of football in 2019, but perhaps more impactful has been the team’s longstanding tradition of 
investing in and giving backto the Northeast Florida community. Even before the first official snap, the team had already begun making 
grants to local nonprofit organizations recognizing that when Jacksonville wins, so do the Jaguars. 


Under the leadership of Jaguars Owner Shad Khan and his family, the Jaguars Foundation continues to be a national leader in professional 
sports philanthropy. Alongside Florida Blue, the official Jaguars Community Partner, the Foundation works closely with partners and 
donors to support local issues and programs that are important to our community's progress and well-being. Areas of focus include 
support for military, both active duty and veterans, health and fitness, youth football, education and women’s health.

In commemoration of the NFL's 100th anniversary and the Jaguars’ 25th season, the Jacksonville 
Jaguars are inviting fans to join Huddle for 100, a league-wide effort to inspire 1 million people to 
volunteer 100 minutes of their time to make meaningful contributions in each team’s local market. 
The Jaguars’ official Club Huddle is One Team. One Home., a partnership with TIAA Bank that was first 
introduced in 2018 as a joint five-year, $2 million pledge to help build or repair 100 homes in Northeast 
Florida. In June the Jaguars and TIAA Bank opened more than 500 volunteer shifts with various 
Habitat for Humanity affiliates including Jacksonville, St. Augustine, Clay County, Putnam County, 
Volusia Country, Nassau County and the Jacksonville Beaches. The Jaguars rookie class kicked off 
the effort by building the frame for a new house at the HabiJax warehouse earlier this summer.

During the 2019 offseason, 15 Jaguars players also hosted free football camps for more than 4,000 
kids in Northeast Florida and their respective hometowns. Kids who participated tested their skills 
and learned new football techniques and valuable life skills. 


SALUTE TO SERVICE 


The military is synonymous with Jacksonville, and the Jaguars proudly support the military 
community throughout the year and honor members of the armed services at every home game. 
In 2014, the Jaguars donated $1 million as part of a five-year commitment to fund the City of 
Jacksonville’s Veterans Resource and Reintegration Center at City Hall. As part of the partnership 
with the City of Jacksonville, the Jaguars Foundation also provides additional grants to local non- 
profit organizations to help the center's clients receive additional support such as emergency 
financial assistance, career assistance and military spouse and family support. To date, more than 
$150,000 in grants has been provided to various organizations throughout the First Coast. 





During each game, the Jaguars recognize a hometown hero and select a military bell ringer to kick 
off the fourth quarter. In partnership with UPS and the Greater Jacksonville Area USO, the Jaguars 
Foundation provides more than 100 tickets per game to local military families who have a loved one 
on deployment. In addition, the Jaguars provide over 1,600 discounted tickets to military veterans 
and their families for each game. 


The Jaguars dedicate an entire week of events in November to honor military and veterans from 
various branches. During the 2018 Salute to Service campaign presented by CSX, more than 50 
active players, staff, cheerleaders and alumni showed their appreciation for our armed forces 
by touring the USS Thomas Hudner at Naval Station Mayport, hosting Wounded Warrior Project 
veterans at Topgolf and bowling with families at the annual Stars and Strikes event.

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OWNER 
JOINED JAGUARS: 2012 





Shad Khan, described in a Forbes magazine cover story in 2012 as the “New 
Face of the American Dream,” and recently by the same magazine as one 

of the world’s greatest living business minds, saw his goal of owning an 
NFL team become reality on Dec. 14, 2011, in a unanimous 32-0 vote by NFL 
owners in support of his purchase of the franchise. 


After closing on the purchase of the Jaguars on Jan. 4, 2012, Khan has 
been an active owner on NFL matters, a fan-friendly owner for the Jaguars 
and a tireless supporter for the continued advancement of the Jacksonville 
community, particularly its downtown. 


Khan's passion for the National Football League also took root long before his 
entry into the league. His dream of one day owning an NFL team began while 
watching games with his fraternity brothers in the basement of the Beta Theta 
Pi house as a student at the University of Illinois. Through the success of his 
own business, Flex-N-Gate, his dream came true 40 years later. 


A longtime leader and visionary in the automotive parts industry, Khan was 
familiar with Jacksonville long before purchasing the team. Jacksonville's 
port at one time was the United States’ largest for automobile shipments, and 
Khan's fledgling Flex-N-Gate business brought him to Jacksonville’s Blount 
Island terminal to install his patented bumpers on the import vehicles, all 
part of his company’s formative steps toward becoming a global power in the 
hyper-competitive automotive parts industry. 


Flex-N-Gate is currently ranked by Automotive News as the seventh largest 
original equipment supplier in North America, the 46th largest supplier in 
Europe and the 33rd largest supplier in the world. Flex-N-Gate employs 
more than 23,000 people at 66 manufacturing facilities and nine product 
development and engineering facilities throughout Canada, the United States, 
Mexico, Argentina, Brazil, Germany, France and Spain. Flex-N-Gate’s major 
product lines include complete bumper assemblies, mechanical assemblies, 
exterior plastic trim, aluminum and steel modular stamped body-in-white and 
chassis assemblies, and complex welded structural assemblies for the light 
vehicle market. 


In March 2017, Flex-N-Gate Group further expanded its European presence 
by acquiring seven former Plastic Omnium businesses in Europe - four in 
France, one in Spain and two in Germany - thereby boosting the company's 
ability to serve European OEM customers with capabilities and technologies 
that will enhance Flex-N-Gate’s existing international OEM relationships. 
Today, Flex-N-Gate has a global footprint reaching from Canada to Argentina 
and from the United States into Europe and Asia. The company’s clients 
include all of the major automotive manufacturers in North America, Japan 
and Europe. In 2007, Khan received the Minority Business Leadership Award 
from the National Minority Supplier Development Council and has continued 
to earn honors throughout the world for his example as a successful minority 
business owner, which extends to the NFL as in 2011 he became the first team 
owner of minority ethnicity in league history. 


Khan chairs two important NFL committees - the league’s new Legalized 
Sports Betting Committee, to which he was appointed chairman last year, as 
well as the influential Business Ventures Committee, which he has led since 
2016. Khan also sits on the NFL Network Committee, the Finance Committee 
and the Health and Safety Committee, and his vision for international growth, 
both for his Jaguars and the NFL, has been celebrated throughout sports 

and business circles as being the only team owner who made a long-term 
commitment to play one home game each season in the important London and 
UK market. His initial four-year agreement to play one home game in each 
season from 2013 to 2016 was recently extended through 2020 with all games 
scheduled for Wembley Stadium, the national stadium of England. 


In 2013, Khan complemented his sports club portfolio with his purchase of the 
London-based Fulham Football Club, which will compete this season in the 
Sky Bet Championship tier of English football. Then, in September 2016, Khan 
purchased full ownership of Four Seasons Hotel Toronto, regarded universally 
as one of the premier destinations in the luxury hotel segment anywhere in 


the world. The property, located in the fashionable Yorkville neighborhood, 
continues to be managed by Four Seasons Hotels and Resorts and deepens 
Khan's roots in Canada, where Flex-N-Gate operates 11 plants in Ontario. 
Khan and his wife Ann are philanthropic leaders both in Jacksonville as well 
as in Illinois, where they met as students while attending the University 

of Illinois. Since 2012, the Khans have focused their charitable giving in 
the Jacksonville community through the Jaguars Foundation. Through the 
Foundation, they provided more than $1.4 million in grants in 2012, $1.6 
million in 2013, $1.7 million in 2014, $2.1 million in 2015, $2.5 million in 
2016, $3.1 million in 2017 and $1.7 million in 2018. These grants support 
children’s and family programs, the NFL/Jaguars Play 60 youth fitness and 
youth football programs, military and veterans, women's health issues, 
neighborhood revitalization and other NFL and team-related initiatives. 


Significant grant support has been provided for key initiatives. The Khan 
family’s strong commitment to our military and veterans includes a $1.5 
million partnership with the City of Jacksonville’s Veterans Resource and 
Reintegration Center at City Hall, now in its 6th year of operation. A major 
contribution was made to the Baptist Health Foundation resulting in a $2.3 
million endowment to help bring the nationally renowned MD Anderson 
Cancer Center to the Baptist Health downtown campus in Jacksonville. Khan 
and the Jaguars Foundation also responded to the devastation wrought in 
northeast Florida by Hurricane Irma in 2017 with a gift of $1 million to the 
United Way of Northeast Florida's First Coast Relief Fund and donated 5,000 
tickets to the Jaguars’ home opener to first responders and local residents 
impacted by the hurricane. 


In 2018, Khan, an immigrant himself, joined 65 North Florida residents 
originally from 38 different countries to take their final step in saying the 
“Oath of Allegiance” in front of 65,000 fans to officially become Naturalized 
U.S. Citizens at halftime of the Jaguars’ home game vs. Washington on 
December 16. It marked the first-ever U.S. citizenship ceremony held during 
an NFL game, a tradition Khan intends to continue. And the previous year, 
in celebration of the Jaguars’ AFC Wild Card matchup against the Buffalo 
Bills on January 7, 2018, Khan and the Jaguars Foundation donated 500 
tickets to refugees and immigrants from around the world who have settled 
in the Jacksonville area. An additional 500 tickets were given to families 
from Puerto Rico in Florida who had been displaced by the destruction from 
Hurricane Maria. 


Khan shares his passion for the American dream with his family, and he 
and his wife Ann have passed on their commitment to work and service to 
their two grown children, Tony and Shanna. Tony is the Jaguars’ senior vice 
president for football administration and technology.

Mark Lamping was named president of the Jacksonville Jaguars on Feb. 13, 
2012. Now in his 26th year as an executive in professional sports, Lamping 
became the Jaguars’ first president since the end of the 1996 season. His 
career highlights include 13 years as a marketing executive with Anheuser- 
Busch, 14 seasons as president of Major League Baseball’s St. Louis Cardinals 
and four years as CEO of New Meadowlands Stadium Company where he 
oversaw the construction and operation of MetLife Stadium. The New York 
Giants’ 2012 Super Bowl victory enabled Lamping to become one of the few 
sports executives to have received both a Super Bowl ring and World Series 
Championship ring. Lamping earned his World Series ring as president of the 
St. Louis Cardinals following their 2006 championship season. 


As president, Lamping oversees all business operations for the Jaguars in 
addition to managing other Shad Khan-driven initiatives including a proposed 
master mixed-use development for property adjacent to TIAA Bank Field. In 
2013, Lamping was named as a non-executive board member of Fulham Football 
Club in London, Khan’s Sky Bet Championship club, and he is involved with the 
expansion of the Riverside Stand at the team’s stadium, Craven Cottage. 


The Jaguars under Lamping’s direction have completed a number of major 
fan-friendly enhancements to TIAA Bank Field including the installation of the 
world's largest video boards in 2014, the complete renovations of the Stadium 
Club sections, as well as the construction of the 5,500-seat Daily's Place 
amphitheater which opened in 2017. Again, this fall and continuing through the 
2020 season, the Jaguars will play a regular season home game each year at 
London's Wembley Stadium. Lamping also serves on the NFL Stadium Security 
and Fan Behavior Committee as well as the NFL Super Bowl & Major Events 
Advisory Committee. 


Lamping previously served as president and CEO of the New Meadowlands 
Stadium Company, LLC beginning in 2008. The New Meadowlands Stadium 
Company was the joint venture formed between the New York Giants and the 
New York Jets to develop the $1.6 billion stadium in East Rutherford, N.J. 
Lamping was responsible for managing the construction, sales, marketing and 
operation of MetLife Stadium, which opened in April 2010. MetLife Stadium 
is the only NFL stadium which is the home of two NFL teams. In addition to 
numerous awards, in both 2010 and 2011, Billboard magazine named MetLife 
Stadium as the highest grossing stadium in North America. Lamping also 
helped lead the successful bid to host the 2014 Super Bowl, which was the first 
Super Bowl played in an open-air stadium in a cold weather city. 


Lamping was the president of the St. Louis Cardinals for 14 years, from Sept. 
1, 1994 until March 31, 2008. In addition to the club's 1996, 2000, 2001, 2002 
and 2005 Central Division titles and 2004 National League Championship, the 
Cardinals earned their 10th World Championship in 2006. In 1999 and again 
in 2003, the Cardinals were honored by United Sports Fans of America as 
Major League Baseball's Fan Friendly Team for their superior efforts to make 
a day at the ballpark more affordable and enjoyable. In addition to managing 
the club's business and facility operations, Lamping led the Cardinals’ new 
ballpark initiative, and on April 10, 2006, the Cardinals officially dedicated the 
new privately financed ballpark, Busch Stadium. The perfect ending to the 
inaugural season at new Busch Stadium was the Cardinals winning their 10th 
World Championship. 


From 1989 to 1994, Lamping served as Anheuser-Busch’s group director of 
sports marketing. In that position, he managed all domestic and international 
sports marketing activities for Anheuser-Busch’s beer brands, including 
sponsorship agreements with the Olympics, FIFA World Cup and all major 
professional sports, including Major League Baseball, the National Football 
League, the National Hockey League and the National Basketball Association. 
Lamping also oversaw Bud Sports Productions, Anheuser-Busch’s TV and radio 
sports production company. 


Lamping joined Anheuser-Busch in 1981 in the company's Corporate Planning 
Executive Development Program. He then served in a variety of positions 


including district sales manager in Southern Illinois and Central lowa, senior 
brand manager for new products and director of sales operations before being 
named group director of sports marketing in 1989. 


Lamping currently serves on the boards of directors of the Jacksonville 
Chapter of the American Heart Association, Jacksonville Civic Council, JAXUSA 
Policy Council, Ronald McDonald House Charities of Jacksonville, Inc., and 
Special Olympics Florida Advisory Council. In 2015, Lamping was honored as 
Community Champion by the North Florida Chapter of the Multiple Sclerosis 
Society and received Community Connections’ Florence N. Davis Award for 
Community Achievement. In addition, in 2017, Lamping was inducted into 
the First Coast Business Hall of Fame and received the Living and Giving 
Award from the Juvenile Diabetes Research Foundation. While in St. Louis, 
Lamping was involved in a variety of charitable organizations, including board 
of directors, Habitat for Humanity and St. Louis Cardinals Community Fund; 
chairperson of the Make-A-Wish Foundation Golf Classic in 1997, 1998, and 
1999; chairman of the St. Louis Archdiocese Catholic Charities in 2000 and 
2001 Christmas Appeal and he also served as a chairperson for Pope John 
Paul's 1999 visit to St. Louis. 


In 1998, Lamping was honored as Man of the Year by the St. Louis chapter of 
Sudden Infant Death Syndrome Resources and received the James O'Flynn 
Award from St. Patrick's Center in recognition of his work to help the homeless 
in the St. Louis area. In addition, Lamping was the recipient of the Catholic 
Youth Council 2000 Community Achievement Award and the 2001 Marianist 
Youth Medal. Big Brothers and Big Sisters of St. Louis honored Lamping 
with its 2001 Legacy Award. In 2006 Lamping was presented the Gateway 
Leadership Award from the International Leadership Network. Lamping has 
been inducted into the Vianney High School Hall of Fame and was named 2000 
Alumnus of the Year for outstanding achievement by Rockhurst University. 


A St. Louis native, Lamping holds a Bachelor of Science degree in accounting 
from Rockhurst University in Kansas City, Mo., and a master’s degree in 
business administration from Saint Louis University. Mark and his wife Cheryl 
have three children; Brian, Lauren, and Timothy. 


TOM 
COUGHLIN 


EXECUTIVE VICE

Tom Coughlin was named executive vice president of football operations for 
the Jaguars on January 9, 2017. A veteran of 31 years in the NFL including 
21 as a head coach, Coughlin still ranks as the 12th-winningest coach in NFL 
history with an overall record of 182-157 (.537), including two Super Bowl 
championships and a 12-7 postseason mark. 


Coughlin, who reports directly to Owner Shad Khan, returned to the Jaguars 
15 years after his first stint in Jacksonville as the franchise's first head coach 
from 1994-2002. In his first season back, he directed the team’s resurgence 
which resulted in its first division title since 1999. 


In becoming AFC South champion for the first time, the 2017 Jaguars finished 
10-6 in the regular season for their first winning record since 2007, which was 
also their last playoff berth. The Jaguars’ playoff wins against Buffalo and 
Pittsburgh put them in the AFC Championship game; their only previous AFC 
Championship game appearances were in 1996 and 1999, when Coughlin was 
their head coach. 


Coughlin served as the inaugural head coach for the Jaguars for eight years 
(1994-2002). During that time, he accumulated a 68-60 regular season record 
and four playoff appearances, including two AFC championship games. Among 
many others, he tutored the four members of the Pride of the Jaguars - Tony 
Boselli, Mark Brunell, Fred Taylor and Jimmy Smith. 


In 2016 Coughlin served as the NFL's senior advisor to football operations, a 
role he accepted after retiring from the New York Giants following the 2015 
season. 


The Waterloo, N.Y. native posted a 170-150 regular season record in 21 
seasons as an NFL head coach, including nine years in Jacksonville and 12 
with the New York Giants. Coughlin’s 170 wins are tied for the 13th-most in 
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NFL history and his 12 wins in the playoffs are tied for seventh. Coughlin-led 
teams captured five division titles and nine playoff berths, and his overall 
postseason record was 12-7. 


Coughlin led the Giants to two Super Bowl victories against the New England 
Patriots in Super Bowl XLII and Super Bowl XLVI, becoming the 13th coach 
in NFL history to claim multiple Super Bowl titles. He is also one of 20 head 
coaches with a perfect record in Super Bowl games. 


Prior to joining the Giants, Coughlin coached the Jaguars for their first eight 
seasons after being named the franchise's first head coach on Feb. 21, 1994. 
The Jaguars’ 72-64 overall record included a 4-4 mark in the playoffs during 
Coughlin’s tenure. 


Jacksonville quickly became the league’s most successful expansion team as 
the first club to qualify for playoff appearances in four of its first five seasons. 
In 1996, the Jaguars got in the playoffs as a Wild Card and advanced to the AFC 
Championship game in just their second season as Coughlin was named NFL 
Coach of the Year by United Press International. The team won its first AFC 
South title in 1998 and the following season Coughlin led the Jaguars to an 
NFL-best record of 14-2 and a second trip to the conference title game. 


Prior to Jacksonville, Coughlin spent three seasons (1991-93) as head coach at 
Boston College, where he was 21-13-1. In 1993, the Coughlin-led Eagles were 
ranked 12th in the USA Today/CNN coaches’ poll and 13th by the Associated 
Press. He also coached Boston College's quarterbacks from 1981-83 including 
tutoring Doug Flutie, who would win the Heisman Trophy in 1984. 


From 1988-90, Coughlin was the Giants wide receivers coach under Bill 
Parcells, who won one more game than Coughlin did as an NFL head coach - 
183 to 182. He was also on the staff when the team won its second Super Bowl. 
Coughlin previously held the same position with the Green Bay Packers (1986- 
87) and the Philadelphia Eagles (1985-86). 


Coughlin began his coaching career in 1968 as a graduate assistant at Syracuse, 
where he was a three-year letterman from 1965-67 under legendary head 
coach Ben Schwartzwalder. The former Orangeman competed in the same 
backfield as future College and Pro Football Hall of Famers Larry Csonka and 
Floyd Little. As a senior, Coughlin led Syracuse in both receptions and yards 
to help the Orange to an 8-2 record and the No. 12 national ranking. He later 
served as the school’s quarterbacks and offensive backfield coach (1974-76) 
and offensive coordinator (1977-80). 


In 1968, Coughlin graduated from Syracuse with a bachelor’s degree in 
education, and in 1969 he received his master’s in secondary education. In 
2017 Coughlin was honored with the George Arents Award, which is Syracuse 
University’s highest alumni honor, in addition to being recognized as one of 14 
Atlantic Coast Conference Football Legends at the ACC Championship game in 
December. 


Thomas Richard Coughlin was born on Aug. 31, 1946 in Waterloo, N.Y.. He is 
the oldest of seven children. Coughlin and his wife, Judy, have two daughters, 
Keli and Kate; two sons-in-law named Chris; two sons, Brian and Tim; two 
daughters-in-law, Andrea and Susie; and 12 grandchildren: Emma Rose, Dylan, 
Shea, Cooper, Caroline, Marin, Wesley, Brennon, Clara, Walker, Ally and Hartley.

+ In 2019, the Jay Fund hosted the Tom Coughlin Jay Fund Wine Tasting Gala 
in Jacksonville. Jaguars players and coaches attended and all of the proceeds 
from the event benefitted First Coast familes tackling childhood cancer. 


DAVE 
CALDWELL 


GENERAL MANAGER 
JOINED JAGUARS: 2013 





Dave Caldwell is in his fifth year as the general manager of the Jaguars after 
being named to the post on Jan. 8, 2013. A veteran of more than 20 years in 
the NFL, Caldwell spent five seasons (2008-12) with the Atlanta Falcons before 
joining the Jaguars. Previously with the Carolina Panthers and Indianapolis 
Colts, Caldwell was with teams that went to the playoffs in 13 of his first 17 
NFL seasons in Carolina, Indianapolis and Atlanta. On Jan. 10, 2017, Jaguars 
Owner Shad Khan announced that Caldwell had been given a two-year contract 
extension with Jacksonville that runs through 2019. 


In 2017, Caldwell acquired a free agency class that was highlighted by the 
additions of Pro Bowl DL Calais Campbell from Arizona, CB A.J. Bouye from 
Houston and SS Barry Church from Dallas. In the 2017 NFL Draft, Caldwell 
directed the selection of seven players, including first-round RB Leonard 
Fournette from Louisiana State with the fourth overall pick, OL Cam Robinson 
from Alabama in the second round (34th overall) and DE Dawuane Smoot from 
Illinois in the third round (68th overall). 


In the 2016 NFL Draft, Caldwell chose seven players (six defensive), including 
first-round selection CB Jalen Ramsey from Florida State with the fifth overall 
pick, LB Myles Jack from UCLA in the second round (36th overall) and DE 
Yannick Ngakoue from Maryland in the third round (69th overall). On January 
17, 2017, the Pro Football Writers of America announced that both Ramsey and 
Ngakoue were named to their All-Rookie Team for their 2016 performances. 
Ramsey became the first rookie in franchise history to register a pick-six and 
was also the first rookie to register an INT in back-to-back games. Ngakoue 
broke the team’s rookie sack record with 8.0 in 2016, a mark that had stood for 
20 seasons dating back to 1996 (Tony Brackens - 7.0). Ngakoue also became 
the fifth rookie in league history to register at least 8.0 sacks, 4 forced fumbles 
and at least one INT in a season. 


Caldwell’s 2015 draft class, which was highlighted by third-overall pick DE 
Dante Fowler Jr., who missed his rookie season with a knee injury, combined 
to appear in 62 games with 27 starts in 2015. Second-round RB T.J. Yeldon 
started all 12 games in which he appeared and third-round OL A.J. Cann filled 
in at RG for the injured Brandon Linder and started 13 of 14 games in 2015. 


In the first round of the 2014 draft, Caldwell drafted QB Blake Bortles from 
Central Florida with the third overall selection. In the second round, the 
Jaguars drafted WRs Allen Robinson from Penn State and Marqise Lee from 
Southern Cal. Lee showed his potential in 2016, totaling 851 receiving yards 
and three TDs on 63 catches (13.5 rec. avg.) and also tied the franchise record 
for longest kickoff return for a TD when he scored on a 100-yard return in 
Week 15 at Houston. Lee’s 30.3-yard kickoff return avg. in 2016 was the second- 
highest in the NFL among players with at least 15 returns. 


Caldwell reshaped the roster in his first season with the Jaguars with 68 
different players appearing on the active roster during the 2013 regular season, 
the third-most in the NFL, and 31 players finishing the season with the club that 
were not on the roster the previous season. Caldwell and his staff made 151 
transactions from the preseason to the conclusion of the 2013 regular season 
during their opening campaign. 


Caldwell served the 2012 season as the Falcons’ director of player personnel 
where he was responsible for both college and pro scouting efforts under 
Falcons General Manager Thomas Dimitroff. Caldwell spent his first four 
seasons with the Falcons as the director of college scouting, overseeing 
Atlanta's college area and regional scouts. His primary role was evaluating the 
hundreds of draft-eligible college players on an annual basis. 


In Caldwell's five seasons in Atlanta, the Falcons advanced to the postseason 
four times and were the only NFC team to post five consecutive winning 
seasons. The Falcons had a 56-24 regular season record in Caldwell’s tenure. 
Several of the players responsible for the Falcons’ success were drafted during 
Caldwell’s time including wide receiver Harry Douglas (3rd round, 2008), DE 
Kroy Biermann (5th round, 2008), linebacker Sean Weatherspoon (1st round,

2010), wide receiver Julio Jones (1st round, 2011) and running back Jacquizz 
Rogers (5th round, 2011). Eight rookies from the five draft classes started on 
opening day in 2012. 


Prior to joining the Falcons, Caldwell spent 10 seasons (1998-2007) with the 
Indianapolis Colts under General Manager Bill Polian, helping to build a roster 
that claimed a victory in Super Bowl XLI and consisted of multiple Pro Bowl 
players drafted by the club. Caldwell was the western regional scout in his 
final two seasons with the Colts where he covered major college football 
conferences, including the Pac-10, Big 10 and Big 12. He joined the Colts in 
1998 as an area scout and remained in that role for seven seasons, covering 
the Midwest and West Coast regions. 


In 1996, Caldwell broke into the NFL as a scouting assistant with the Carolina 
Panthers, where he spent two seasons. He served as the liaison between the 
college scouting director and multiple area scouts while focusing on draft 
preparations. 


In September 2016, Caldwell and his wife, Joelle, chaired the 18th Annual Toast 
to the Animals, an event to raise money for the Jacksonville Humane Society 
that attracted more than 500 influential residents of the First Coast, including 
philanthropists, business leaders and professionals. Caldwell has served on 
the Board for the Jacksonville Humane Society for three consecutive years. 


Caldwell graduated with a bachelor’s degree in finance/business administration 
in 1996 from John Carroll University where he was a two-year letterman at 
outside linebacker and played from 1992-96. A native of Buffalo, N.Y., he and his 
wife have one son, David Michael II.

Dan Edwards is the Jaguars senior vice president of communications. He is 
responsible for the Jaguars’ communications division which includes public 
relations, digital media content and broadcasting. 2019 marks Edwards’ 26th 
year with the Jaguars and his 36th season working in the NFL. 


Edwards joined the Jaguars as executive director of communications in May 
1994, bringing ten seasons of NFL experience with the Pittsburgh Steelers, 
the Miami Dolphins and the league office. He was promoted to vice president 
in 2003, when the Jaguars’ community relations and Internet content 
departments were added to his responsibilities, and to senior vice president in 
2010. Edwards is one of six current Jaguars staff members who have been with 
the franchise since its first year in 1994. 


Edwards began his NFL career as a public relations intern in the NFL office 
in New York after receiving a scholarship from NFL Charities. He spent the 
1984 football season working in publicity for the Miami Dolphins, who played in 
Super Bowl XIX that year, before joining the Steelers.

Megha Parekh joined the Jaguars as vice president and general counsel on 
March 1, 2013 and is now in her seventh year with the organization. She was 
promoted to senior vice president and chief legal officer in 2016.

Her teams are responsible for employee training, support and 
development; technological systems and support for the office and certain 
systems in the stadium and at the amphitheater; and all legal matters, 
including transactions, compliance, disputes, risk management, government 
relations, and insurance.

Prior to joining the Jaguars, Parekh worked in the New York office of the law firm 
Proskauer, which is an international law firm known for its preeminent sports 
law group. During her time at Proskauer, she worked on public and private 
acquisitions and financings and securities offerings, including the acquisition of 
the Jacksonville Jaguars, the Houston Astros and the Cleveland Browns. While 
at Proskauer, Ms. Parekh also worked on a variety of matters including public 
and private company acquisitions and equity and debt financings. 


Parekh was named in December 2012 and 2013 to Forbes Magazine’s 30 
Under 30 Sports List, which honored the country’s top sports athletes and 
executives under the age of 30 who “represent the entrepreneurial, creative 
and intellectual best of their generation.” More recently, she was selected for 
Sports Business Journal's 40 Under 40 list in 2018. Ms. Parekh has also been 
named a Woman of Influence (2014) and Ultimate Attorney (2016) since coming 
to Jacksonville. 


Parekh joined Proskauer in 2009 after graduating magna cum laude from 
Harvard College and Harvard Law School. While in school, she was a sports 
writer for The Harvard Crimson and served as an intern for baseball’s Boston 
Red Sox. Ms. Parekh also serves on the board of the Jaguars Foundation and 
the Florida Sports Foundation and works with Women in Sports and Events.

Peter Racine oversees grant making, community outreach and other charitable 
initiatives on behalf of the Khan family and the team. The Foundation’s mission 
is to support the community primarily through six major program areas: 1) 
children, youth and families, 2) military and veterans, 3) women’s health and 
well-being, 4) youth football, 5) the NFL Play 60 youth fitness and nutrition 
initiative, and 6) community and neighborhood revitalization. 


Beginning his nonprofit career as a college volunteer at the Covenant House 
homeless and runaway youth shelter in New York City, Racine went on to help 
begin Covenant House shelters in Houston and Toronto From 1987 to 1992, 
he and his spouse Kelly established Covenant House's programs for street 
children in Honduras, where he served as executive director. Racine was 
featured on Dateline NBC for his work with young glue addicts and in Time 
Magazine for work on behalf of minors exploited by prostitution rings. Upon 
returning to the United States, Racine was hired as the first executive director 
of the Northeast Florida Exchange Club Center for the Prevention of Child 
Abuse, where he served until joining the Jaguars Foundation in September 
of 2000. 


Racine has been a partner in various national and international initiatives, 
including the Community Partnership for Protecting Children in partnership 
with the Edna McConnell Clark Foundation; the Early Childhood Violence 
Prevention Project in partnership with the U. S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, University of Florida and Jacksonville Children’s Commission; 
Outreach to Urban Street Children in partnership with the European Economic 
Community; the Sports Philanthropy Project in partnership with The Robert 
Wood Johnson Foundation; the JAX-2025 Community Visioning Initiative; the 
Local Initiatives Support Corporation (LISC), Jacksonville's EPIC neighborhood 
revitalization initiative in partnership with The Community Foundation; the 
Jessie Ball duPont Fund and the City of Jacksonville; and the PROJECT 17 
initiative to provide full-time athletic trainers in all 17 Duval County public high 
schools, in partnership with the NFL, Jacksonville Sports Medicine Program, 
Duval County Public Schools, Jacksonville University and other local partners. 


In 2013 and 2018, Racine was the recipient of a Suncoast Regional EMMY® 
as executive co-producer of the “Jaguars Teen Talk...Game Plan for Success” 
television show, which was broadcast on all local independent stations, 
cable and network affiliates. In 2016, he was recognized at the Jacksonville 
Innovators in Education Awards for his work on behalf of Mr. Khan and the 
Jaguars Foundation in support of our military transitioning to civilian life with 
their educational needs as well as other comprehensive support services. 


Racine received his B.A. at Rutgers University in New Jersey, and his M.T.S. 
at Catholic Theological Union in Chicago. He and his spouse Kelly reside in

Doug Marrone was named the fifth head coach of the Jaguars on Jan. 9, 2017 
after previously serving as the team’s interim head coach for the final two 
games of the 2016 season. Marrone was originally hired as the team’s assistant 
head coach-offense/offensive line coach on Jan. 20, 2015, following a two-year 
stint as the head coach for the Buffalo Bills (2013-14). 


Marrone has compiled a 16-18 record as Jacksonville’s head coach. In 2018, 
the Jaguars finished with a 5-11 record, including a 3-4 mark at TIAA Bank 
Field. Jacksonville began the season with a 3-1 start, but finished fourth in the 
division standings. The Jaguars had two players selected to the 2019 Pro Bowl: 
CB Jalen Ramsey, making his second consecutive appearance as a Pro Bowl 
starter, and DL Calais Campbell, making his second consecutive and fourth 
overall Pro Bowl appearance. 


In his first full season as the team’s head coach, Marrone finished the 2017 
regular season with a 10-6 record, which was tied for the league's biggest win/ 
loss improvement (+7) among first-year head coaches (tied with the Rams’ 
Sean McVay). Marrone led the team to an AFC South division title, which was 
the team’s first division title since winning the AFC Central in 1999. The Jaguars 
finished the 2017 season with the top-ranked rushing offense (141.4 yards 
per game) and the league's best pass defense (169.0 passing yards allowed 
per game) en route to their first playoff berth in a decade. Under Marrone’s 
tutelage, the Jaguars hosted a playoff game for the first time in 18 years, 
defeating the Buffalo Bills, 10-3, in the AFC Wild Card. The team advanced to 
the AFC Championship game for the first time since 1999 after defeating the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, 45-42, in the AFC Divisional round, ultimately falling to the 
New England Patriots, 20-24. 


Marrone’s 2017 squad featured six Pro Bowl selections (CB A.J. Bouye, DL 
Calais Campbell, DT Malik Jackson, DE Yannick Ngakoue, CB Jalen Ramsey and 
LB Telvin Smith), while Bouye (second-team), Campbell (first-team), Ramsey 
(first-team) and Smith (second-team) were all named to the AP All-Pro teams. 


In 2016, Marrone's offensive line allowed 34 sacks, 17 fewer than the previous 
season (51) and 37 fewer than in 2014 (71). The Jaguars’ 34 sacks allowed were 
the fewest sacks allowed by the team since it yielded 31 sacks in 2007. In 2017, 
the Jaguars set a franchise record with 24 sacks allowed. 


In his first season with the Jaguars in 2015, Marrone helped the offensive line 
provide protection for QB Blake Bortles, who set single-season franchise records 
with 355 completions, 606 pass attempts, 4,428 yards and 35 touchdowns. In 
addition, Marrone’s squad blocked for rookie RB T.J. Yeldon, who accounted for 
740 rushing yards and 279 receiving yards in 2015, becoming the first Jaguars 
rookie to surpass 1,000 scrimmage yards since Maurice Jones-Drew (1,377) in 
2006. Yeldon also placed third among AFC RBs in 2016 with 84.9 scrimmage 
yards per game. 


Prior to joining the Jaguars, Marrone compiled a 15-17 mark as the head coach 
of the Bills, including a 9-7 mark in 2014, the team’s most wins since 2004. 
He became only the third coach in Bills history to win 15 games in his first 
two seasons (Marv Levy, 19; Wade Phillips, 21). The Bills had six Pro Bowl 
selections during Marrone’s two seasons. 


The Bills had three different players with 60 receptions in 2014 for the first time 
in team history (Fred Jackson, 65; Sammy Watkins, 62; Robert Woods, 61) and 
the club produced six individual 100-yard receiving games. Watkins set team 
rookie records for receptions and receiving yards (982). The Bills ranked sixth 
in the NFL in 2014 with a plus-seven turnover differential. 


In 2013, Marrone’s offensive unit led the AFC and finished second in the NFL 
in rushing (144.2 avg.), while also leading the league with a 95.5 pct. red zone 
efficiency mark. Rookie QB E.J. Manuel started 10 games and set team rookie 
records for passing touchdowns (11) and completions (180). 


Prior to joining the Bills, Marrone spent four seasons (2009-12) as the head 
coach of his alma mater, Syracuse, where he led the program to a 21-17 record 
in his final three seasons. He guided the Orange to an 8-5 mark in 2010 and 2012 
and both seasons culminated with a New Era Pinstripe Bowl championship. 





The Orange set several school records in 2012, including total yards (5,681), 
passing yards (3,619) and first downs (300). Marrone earned the American 
Football Coaches Association (AFCA) Region 1 Coach of the Year honors in 2011 
and was a finalist for the Liberty Mutual Coach of the Year Award. 


Marrone spent seven seasons in the NFL (2002-08) before becoming a collegiate 
head coach. From 2006-08, Marrone served as the offensive coordinator for the 
New Orleans Saints. He directed an offense that led the NFL in total offense 
(391.5 avg. in 2006; 410.7 avg. in 2008) and passing yards per game (281.4 avg. 
in 2006; 311.1 in 2008) in two different seasons (2006-08). The Saints’ offensive 
line held their opponents to the fewest sacks allowed in the NFL in 2006 (16) 
and tied for the fewest sacks in the NFL from 2006-08 with 52 despite leading 
the NFL with 1,868 passing attempts during that span. QB Drew Brees captured 
the NFL passing title in 2006 (4,418 yards) and 2008 (5,069) and became just 
the aaa passer in NFL history to eclipse 5,000 passing yards (Dan Marino, 
1984). 


Prior to Marrone’s arrival in New Orleans, the franchise had never had a 4,000- 
yard passer or registered more than 5,700 yards of offense. Brees eclipsed 
4,000 passing yards and the offense posted more than 5,700 yards in each of 
Marrone’s three seasons with the Saints. The Saints established a team record 
with an NFL-best 6,264 yards of offense in 2006, 5,780 in 2007 (4th in the NFL) 
and led the NFL again in 2008 with 6,571 yards. 


In Marrone’s first season as an NFL offensive coordinator in 2006, LT Jammal 
Brown was voted to the All-Pro team and to the Pro Bowl in his first year at 
the position, while OG Jahri Evans was a unanimous All-Rookie selection. The 
Saints ranked fourth in the NFL in 2007 in total offense and set an NFL record 
for completions (440) and had franchise bests for passing first downs (222), 
attempts (652), touchdown passes (28) and completion percentage (67.5). In 
2008, the Saints led the NFL in total offense while setting team records for 
points (463), total yards (6,571), net passing yards (4,977), TDS (57) and first 
downs (354). 


Marrone was the offensive line coach of the New York Jets from 2002-05 and 
the team made two postseason appearances (2002, 2004) with him on the staff. 
In 2004, the Jets produced the NFL's third-best rushing offense (149.3 avg.) and 
Curtis Martin led the NFL with 1,697 rushing yards. 


Before arriving in New York, Marrone served as tight ends/tackles coach at the 
University of Tennessee in 2001. He spent the 2000 season at the University of 
Georgia as offensive line coach after spending the previous five seasons (1995- 
99) at Georgia Tech where he was part of three consecutive bowl appearances. 
He was director of football operations for the Yellow Jackets in 1995 before 
coaching the tight ends in 1996 and offensive line from 1997-99. 


Marrone began his coaching career in 1992 at Cortland (N.Y.) State as the 
school’s tight ends coach before stints as the offensive line coach at U.S. 
Coast Guard Academy (1993) and Northeastern University in 1994. A native of 
Bronx, N.Y., Marrone was a sixth-round draft pick of the Los Angeles Raiders in 
1986 and played two years in the NFL. He played with the Miami Dolphins in 
1987 and with the Saints in 1989. He also had playing stints with Pittsburgh, 
Dallas and Minnesota before closing his career with the NFL Europe’s London 
Monarchs from 1991-92. Marrone was a three-year letterman at Syracuse. He 
returned to Syracuse and graduated in 1991 with a degree in liberal arts. 


Doug and his wife, Helen, have two daughters, Madeline and Annie, and a son, 
Mack.

Joe DeCamillis, with over 25 years of NFL coaching experience, is in his fifth 
season with the Jaguars, including his third under Head Coach Doug Marrone. 
The 2019 season is DeCamillis’ 30th in the NFL. 


Last season, DeCamillis oversaw the special teams unit that finished first in the 
NFL in opposing KR avg. (17.8) and second in opposing PR avg. (5.0). The 2018 
special teams unit was ranked seventh in the NFL in the Dallas Morning News’ 
annual special teams rankings. Dallas Morning News columnist Rick Gosselin 
uses a points system based on 22 categories to rank each of the 32 NFL teams’ 
special teams units at the end of each season. K Josh Lambo converted 19 of 20 
PATs and 19 of 21 FGs before finishing the season on the reserve/injured list. 
Lambo, who finished with a 90.5 FG percentage in 2018, became the first kicker 
in franchise history to post back-to-back seasons with a field goal percentage 
of at least 90.0. Rookie P Logan Cooke, who was selected in the seventh round 
of the 2018 Draft, recorded a franchise-record 37 punts inside the 20, the third- 
most in the NFL and the most among rookies. His 41.3 net punting avg. was the 
highest for a single season in franchise history. In Week 15 vs. Washington, 
WR Dede Westbrook scored a TD on a 74-yard punt return, marking the third- 
longest punt return in franchise history. Westbrook finished the season with 
a 14.0 punt return avg., the fifth-best in the NFL among players with at least 
10 punt returns. Westbrook joined Kansas City's Tyreek Hill as the only two 
players in the NFL last season to record at least 500 receiving yards and one 
punt return TD. 


In 2017, DeCamillis oversaw a midseason kicking change as Lambo, who was 
acquired by Jacksonville prior to the team’s Week 7 matchup at Indianapolis, 
finished the season 19 of 20 on FGs (95.0 pct.), including 12 of 12 at TIAA Field. 
Lambo's 95.0 field goal percentage was the best mark in Jaguars single-season 
history among kickers with at least 10 FG attempts. P Brad Nortman landed a 
career-high 29 punts inside the 20, which was tied for fifth in franchise history. 
DeCamillis’ unit also converted on all three fake punt tries, one of which RB 
Corey Grant rushed 56 yards for a TD against the Los Angeles Chargers in 
Week 10. The special teams unit found success using three different long 
snappers due to injury. 


DeCamillis spent 2015-16 as the special teams coordinator for the Denver 
Broncos. In 2016, DeCamillis’ unit ranked seventh in the NFL in both opponents’ 
punt return average (6.8) and opponents’ kickoff return average (20.2), while 
finishing 11th in the NFL in kick return average (22.9). 


DeCamillis’ units have accounted for 29 total kick return scores (18 PR, 11 KR) 
and 43 takeaways during his 24 seasons coaching special teams in the NFL. 


Before returning to Denver, DeCamillis spent two seasons (2013-14) as 
Chicago's assistant head coach/special teams, instructing a unit that allowed 
a league-low 18.3 yards per kick return while generating two TD returns (1 
PR, 1 KR) and three takeaways. In 2013, WR Devin Hester turned in one of the 
best seasons of his career under DeCamillis, posting his second-highest kickoff 
return average (27.6) and fourth-highest punt return average (14.2). 


Prior to coaching with the Bears, DeCamillis served as special teams 
coordinator with Dallas from 2009-12. During that time, the Cowboys tied for 
the most punt return TDs (6) in the NFL, including a franchise-record three in 
2010 by the rookie duo of WR Dez Bryant (2) and CB Bryan McCann (1). 


As Jacksonville's special teams coach from 2007-08, DeCamillis’ coverage unit 
ranked second in the NFL in average opponent field position after kickoffs (25.3- 
yard line) with 34 opponent returns being downed inside the 20-yard line. 


DeCamillis had a 10-year run coaching special teams for the Atlanta Falcons 
(1997-2006)—the first seven years under Head Coach Dan Reeves, whom he 
worked in his first two NFL coaching roles with the Broncos and New York 
Giants. 


He coached special teams for the Giants from 1993-96, as the club accounted 
for the fourth-most kick return scores (6) in the NFL during that period. David 
Meggett tied for second in the league with three punt return TDs during his 
final two years with the Giants (1993-94), ranking fourth in the NFL with his 


11.3-yard punt return average in that two-year span. 


DeCamillis began his NFL career in Denver in 1989 assisting with the club's 
football administration for two years before serving as a defensive quality 
control coach from 1991-92 under Reeves. 


An all-state quarterback and wrestler at Arvada (Colo.) High School, DeCamillis 
went on to become an All-America wrestler at the University of Wyoming. 
DeCamillis, who was born on June 29, 1965, is married to Dana, and the couple 
has two daughters, Caitlin and Ashley.

John DeFilippo was hired as the team’s offensive coordinator on Jan. 16, 2019, 
after coaching professionally for 12 seasons. During his tenure as the offensive 
coordinator in Minnesota (2018), he helped QB Kirk Cousins break multiple 
NFL records, including the most consecutive games with 30-plus completions 
(four) and the most passing completions in the month of September (131), a 
record previously set by Tom Brady in 2002 (129). Cousins became the first 
player in NFL history to throw at least 30 TDs and 4,000 passing yards, while 
completing over 70 percent of his passes with 10-or-fewer INTs. The Vikings’ 
aerial assault also helped WR Adam Thielen set the NFL record for the most 
receptions through the first eight games of a season (74) and Thielen became 
the first player in NFL history to register 100-plus receiving yards in each of 
the team's first eight games of a season. In addition to offensive coordinator 
experience in Minnesota, he also led Cleveland’s offensive unit in 2015. 


Prior to arriving in Minnesota, DeFilippo spent two seasons (2016-17) as the 
quarterbacks coach in Philadelphia, winning Super Bowl LII in 2018, while 
guiding QB Carson Wentz to a single-season franchise-record 33 TDs and the 
third-best passing rating in club history (101.9). After a season-ending ACL 
injury to Wentz, DeFilippo turned to current Jaguars QB Nick Foles, who threw 
for 971 yards and six TDs in three postseason contests. Foles led the Eagles 
with a 373-yard, three-TD effort against New England en route to earning Super 
Bowl LII MVP honors. In 2016, DeFilippo aided the Wentz in setting rookie 
franchise records in pass attempts (607), passing yards (3,782) and completion 
percentage (62.4 percent). 


In 2015, DeFilippo’s offense in Cleveland amassed 4,000-plus gross passing 
yards and 1,500-plus rushing yards in the same season for the first time since 
1986, while three different QBs (Josh McCown, Johnny Manziel and Austin 
Davis) earned starts under center. 


Before his time in Cleveland, DeFilippo served as the quarterbacks coach for the 
Raiders. In 2012, QB Carson Palmer threw for the second-most yards in Raiders 
history (4,018) in addition to 22 TD passes. He also tutored QB Derek Carr, who 
led all rookies in completions (348), passing yards (3,270) and passing TDs (21). 


DeFilippo earned his first full-time NFL coaching role in 2005 as an offensive 
quality coach with the New York Giants under then-Head Coach and current 
Jaguars Executive Vice President of Football Operations Tom Coughlin. 


Collegiately, the Youngstown, Ohio native was a four-year letterman at James 
Madison, where he helped the Dukes to a Colonial Conference Championship 
as a senior in 1999. 
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DeFilippo’s father, Gene, coached at Youngstown State, Vanderbilt and 
Tennessee, in addition to serving as the associate athletics director at Kentucky 
and athletic director at Villanova and Boston College. 


DeFilippo married his wife, Kari, in July 2014.

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Tom Myslinski is entering his eighth season with the Jaguars after being 
named strength and conditioning coordinator on Jan. 27, 2012. Myslinski 
played nine seasons as an offensive lineman in the NFL, including as a guard 
on the Jaguars’ 1995 inaugural team, and spent three seasons as strength and 
conditioning coach for the Cleveland Browns. 


Myslinski spent two seasons on the collegiate level, serving as strength and 
conditioning coach for football at North Carolina in 2011 and Memphis in 2010. 
He was responsible for planning and designing the interior of a $3 million, 
13,000-square-foot weight room at Memphis. Myslinski was instrumental in 
maintaining a 92 and 88 percent start rate throughout the last two seasons. 


A native of Rome, N.Y., Myslinski previously served three seasons (2007-09) 
with the Browns as the head strength and conditioning coach. He was the 
club's assistant strength and conditioning coach in 2004 and also worked for 
the Browns on a part-time basis in 2003. He spent two seasons (2005-06) as 
head strength and conditioning coach at Robert Morris. 


A fourth-round draft pick of Dallas in 1992, Myslinski played in 60 games with 
25 starts including stints with Washington (1992), Buffalo (1993), Chicago 
(1993-94), Jacksonville (1995), Pittsburgh (1996-97, 2000), Indianapolis (1998) 
and Dallas (1999). 


While playing in the NFL, Myslinski served as a volunteer assistant strength 
and conditioning coach at the University of Pittsburgh from 1998-2001, 
working primarily with offensive and defensive linemen. Prior to his stint at 
Pittsburgh, he spent 1996 as the volunteer strength and conditioning coach at 
the University of North Florida, where he managed all aspects of physical and 
mental development with the school’s student-athletes. He also has served as 
a martial arts consultant to numerous collegiate athletic programs. 


Myslinski developed and patented the “Tunch Punch Ladder” hand agility pad 
and has trained under offensive line guru Tunch Ilkin, who is the developer of 
the Tunch Punch system, which is used extensively by offensive line coaches 
throughout the NFL. He has published peer-reviewed research in the Journal of 
Strength and Conditioning Research on the development of strength and power 
using heavy chains and bands in addition to weights. 


Myslinski is registered and certified by the National Strength and Conditioning 
Association (NSCA) and serves as an adviser on the organization's Coaching 
Performance Committee. In addition, he is a member of the 2016 Gatorade NFL 
Advisory Board. 


Myslinski earned all-conference honors at the University of Tennessee and 
earned eight varsity letters including four in football and four in in track and 
field. He started at guard for back-to-back SEC championship teams (1989-90) 
and was also a member of the Volunteers’ 1991 NCAA Champion track and field 
team. He earned a Bachelor of Science degree in kinesiology in 1992 and was a 
two-time Academic All-SEC member. He later earned his master’s degree from 
the University of Pittsburgh in exercise physiology. Myslinski and his wife, Amy, 
have three children: Thomas, Emily and Michael.

Todd Wash is in his seventh season with the Jaguars and his fourth season 
as the team’s defensive coordinator. Wash originally joined the team as the 
defensive line coach on Jan. 28, 2013 before being promoted to defensive 
coordinator entering the 2016 season. 


From 2016-18, the Jaguars’ defense ranked first in net passing yards allowed 
per game (193.2 net passing yards per game allowed), second in total defense 
(306.4 YPG allowed) and are tied for third in defensive TDs (10) in the NFL 
during that span. From 2016-18, Jacksonville's defense has had six players 
earn eight total Pro Bowl nods. 


In 2018, Wash guided a defense that proved formidable at all three levels, 
allowing the NFL's second-fewest passing yards per game (194.6), fourth- 
fewest points per game (19.8) and the fifth-fewest yards per game (311.4). In 
home games, the Jaguars allowed 15.1 points per game, the league's fewest 
mark. The Jaguars’ defense recorded the seventh shutout in franchise history 
in Week 13 versus the Colts and were one of eight teams in 2018 to register a 
shutout. 


CB Jalen Ramsey helped lead the Jaguars passing defense in 2018, which 
allowed the fifth-fewest net passing yards in franchise history (194.6 net 
passing yards per game). Ramsey was named a starter in the Pro Bowl for 
the second consecutive season, while DL Calais Campbell earned his fourth 
overall Pro Bowl berth and second since joining the Jaguars in 2017. Campbell 
recorded 10.5 sacks, becoming the first player in franchise history to post 
back-to-back seasons with at least 10.0 sacks. Campbell recorded 20 TFL, the 
third-most in the NFL and most in franchise history since the stat began being 
tracked in 2008. 


LBs Telvin Smith Sr. (134) and Myles Jack (107) each recorded career-highs 
in tackles with Smith tackle tally ranking as the sixth-most in the NFL. Smith 
finished with two INTs and was one of two players in the NFL to record at least 
130 tackles and register a pick six. DE Yannick Ngakoue finished 2018 with 9.5 
sacks, improving his career total to 29.5 sacks in three seasons. 


In 2017, Wash oversaw one of the premier defenses in the NFL and was 
named Coordinator of the Year by The Sporting News. Jacksonville's defense 
finished the season ranked first in yards allowed per play (4.61) and passing 
yards allowed per game (169.9), second in points allowed per game (16.8) and 
opponents’ red zone TD percentage (39.3 percent) and fourth in opponents’ 
third down percentage (33.6 percent). The unit finished the season with 33 
takeaways, which set a franchise record. In addition, the team’s 55 sacks were 
the second-most in franchise history only trailing the 1999 season (57). 


The defense was led by six Pro Bowlers on all three levels of the defense with 
Campbell, DL Malik Jackson, Smith, CB A.J. Bouye and Ramsey. Campbell and 
Ramsey were also both recognized as members of the AP All-Pro First Team. 
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The Jaguars defensive line emerged as one of the most productive pass 
rushing units in 2017 as the team finished with 55 sacks, second in the NFL, 
and had four players register at least eight sacks (Campbell - 14.5, Ngakoue - 
12.0, Jackson - 8.0 and DE Dante Fowler Jr. - 8.0). The team’s 55 sacks were 
the second-most in franchise history trailing the 1999 season (57). 


The Jaguars had the NFL's best passing defense in the regular season, holding 
opponents to a 68.5 passer rating and allowing just 169.9 net passing yards 
per game, both the fewest in the NFL. Bouye led the group with six INTs and 
19 passes defensed, while Ramsey recorded four INTs and 17 passes defensed. 
Both starting safeties, Barry Church and Tashaun Gipson Sr., recorded 
four INTs apiece, combined for 15 passes defensed and were third and fifth, 
respectively, on the team in tackles. 


Smith led the team in tackles with 102 (76 solo) and also recorded 12 TFL 1.0 
sack, three INTs (one INT-TD), five passes defensed, one forced fumble and two 
fumble recoveries, one of which he returned for a score. Jack finished second 
on the team in tackles with 90 (66 solo) and played his best football in the 
playoffs, finishing the 2018 postseason with 19 tackles (16 solo), 1.0 sack, one 
forced fumble, one fumble recovery, three passes defensed, two tackles for a 
loss and one INT. 


Wash's defense displayed continued improvement throughout the 2016 season. 
His unit finished the year ranked sixth overall in yards per game allowed, 
including 215.3 yards passing allowed that was fifth in the NFL. In addition, the 
Jaguars’ front seven limited opponents to 3.82 yards per carry, which was tied 
for sixth-best in the league. The Jaguars finished particularly strong, tallying 
the most passes defensed in franchise history during the months of December 
and January (32), and a franchise-best 13 passes defensed against Tennessee 
in Week 16. Jacksonville's defense also had 80 tackles for loss, fourth in the 
NFL, while Smith set a career-high with 14 stops behind the line of scrimmage. 
On third downs, Wash’s troops finished the season with an impressive 37.1 
third down percentage, which ranked eighth in the NFL, including a dominant 
7.7 (one for 13) percent against Denver in Week 13. 


Wash also mentored two record-breaking rookies in Ramsey and Ngakoue. 
Ngakoue broke the single-season Jaguars rookie record when he posted 8.0 
sacks. He joined LB Tamba Hali, LB Terrell Suggs, LB Julius Peppers and LB 
Charles Haley as the only rookies in NFL history to post at least 8.0 sacks, four 
forced fumbles and one INT. Ramsey also posted a standout rookie campaign 
under Wash, as the shutdown corner led all NFL rookies with 14 passes 
defensed. Ramsey joined CB Marcus Peters as the only rookie CBs over the last 
eight seasons to register 50 tackles, one pick six and one forced fumble during 
their inaugural year. Ramsey, who held receivers to 50 or fewer receiving 
yards in coverage in 10 of 16 games, was tasked with following the opponents’ 
number one wideout on six occasions. 


In 2015, the team ranked 15th (106.8) in opponent rushing yards per game, 
an improvement from 27th (127.1) in 2014. The Jaguars also ranked fifth in 
opponent rushing average (3.68), up from 12th (4.07) in 2014. In addition, DL 
Jared Odrick led the team with 5.5 sacks, while DE Andre Branch and DT Roy 
Miller III had 4.0 sacks apiece. Jacksonville's defense tied for the NFL's fourth- 
most sack-fumbles (8.0) in 2015. 


Wash has also tutored a productive pass rush. The Jaguars ranked sixth in 
the NFL with 45.0 sacks in 2014, the fourth-most in franchise history and most 
since 2005. Among the 45.0 sacks, 37.0 were credited to defensive linemen. 
The Jaguars forced five fumbles in Week 12 at Indianapolis, the most in 
single-game franchise history. Sixth-year DT Sen’Derrick Marks had the best 
statistical season of his career, totaling 8.5 sacks, 15 tackles for loss and 16 
QB hits. Veteran DE Chris Clemons registered eight sacks and second-year 
DE Ryan Davis notched a career-high 6.5 sacks. In Wash’s first year with the 
Jaguars in 2013, the club improved its sack total from 20.0 in 2012 to 31.0 and 
totaled 19.0 sacks in the last seven games. 


Prior to arriving in Jacksonville, Wash coached the Seahawks defensive line 
from 2011-12 and helped the unit rank sixth in the NFL in yards per game 
(319.2), third in fewest points allowed (17.5), first in opponents’ passer rating 
(73.2) and fifth in takeaways (62) during that span. The Seahawks registered 
an 11-5 regular season record in 2012, the third-best mark in franchise history, 
and advanced to the Divisional round of the playoffs. The Seahawks led the NFL 
by allowing a franchise-record low 15.3 points per game and ranked fourth in 
total defense (306.2 yards per game). 


Wash entered the NFL coaching ranks with the Buccaneers, where he spent 
four seasons (2007-10), serving the last three as defensive line coach. Prior 
to joining the Buccaneers, Wash had two stints (2002-03, 2005-06) as an 
assistant coach at his alma mater, North Dakota State. While with the Bison, 
Wash coached the defensive line and coordinated the run defense. In between 
appointments at NDSU, he spent the 2004 season as defensive coordinator/ 
linebackers coach at Missouri Southern State. Wash began his coaching career 





at Fort Lewis College in 1996 as defensive coordinator and was promoted to 
head coach/defensive coordinator for three seasons (1997-99). He worked as 
defensive coordinator at Nebraska-Kearney from 2000-01. 


A two-time All-North Central Conference outside linebacker at North Dakota 
State, Wash played on two national championship teams with the Bison in 1988 
and 1990. A preseason All-American and team captain in 1991, he had a tryout 
as an undrafted rookie with the Houston Oilers in 1992. He holds two degrees 
from NDSU, including a bachelor’s degree in physical education (1994) and a 
master’s in athletic administration (1996). 


Wash, born July 19, 1968, and his wife, Darci, have two daughters, Alyssa and 
Jenae, and one son, Marcus. Darci was an All-America basketball player at 
NDSU and played on three national championship teams. She was inducted 
into the Bison Athletic Hall of Fame in 2012.

Dom Capers was hired as a senior defensive assistant on Feb. 19, 2019 and is 
entering his first season in his new role. It marks Capers’ second stint with the 
Jaguars, as he previously served as the defensive coordinator for Jacksonville 
from 1999-2000. 


Capers’ 31-year NFL coaching career includes 17 seasons as a defensive 
coordinator. He was the Jaguars’ defensive coordinator from 1999-2000 under 
then-Head Coach and current Executive Vice President of Football Operations 
Tom Coughlin. In 1999, the Jaguars were 14-2 - their best record in franchise 
history - and won the AFC Central Division before hosting the AFC Championship 
game. Capers has been the head coach of two NFL expansion teams - Carolina 
from 1995-98 and the Houston Texans from 2002-05. Most recently, he was the 
defensive coordinator from 2009-17 for the Green Bay Packers. 


From 2009-17, Capers oversaw a Packers defense that totaled the league's 
most interceptions (176), the second-most takeaways (243), fourth-most sacks 
(365.0) and allowed the league’s ninth-fewest points per game (21.5 points per 
game). Capers’ unit featured defensive players that made 18 appearances in 
the Pro Bowl, including DE Julius Peppers (2015), LB Clay Matthews (six times) 
and DB Charles Woodson (three times). The Packers advanced to the playoffs 
in the first eight of Capers’ nine years with the club. 


Capers joined the Packers after one season as a special assistant-secondary 
with New England. Previously, he worked for two seasons with the Miami 
Dolphins, holding the titles of special assistant to the head coach (2006) and 
defensive coordinator (2007). From 2001-05, Capers served as the head coach 
of the expansion Houston Texans for the first five seasons of the franchise's 
history. 


Prior to his arrival in Houston, Capers was the defensive coordinator with the 
Jaguars, where he helped the Jaguars improve from 25th in total defense in 
1998 (347.4 yards allowed per game) to fourth in 1999 (270.9 yards allowed 
per game). Jacksonville allowed the fewest points in the NFL in 1999 (217) and 
Capers was named NEL Assistant Coach of the Year by Pro Football Weekly/ 
PFWA and USA Today. 


Capers served as a head coach for the first time in his career from 1995-98 with 
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Carolina, guiding the Panthers from its origin to the NFC title game in 1996. 
Carolina won its last seven games in 1996 and posted a 12-4 record and the 
NFC West title and then defeated the defending Super Bowl champion Dallas 
Cowboys in the Divisional round of the playoffs. Capers was named the Coach 
of the Year by the Associated Press in 1996. 


From 1992-94, Capers was the defensive coordinator for the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. His unit ranked third in total defense in 1993 and second in 1992. 
Pittsburgh finished in the top 10 in scoring defense in all three of Capers’ 
seasons with the club. 


Capers’ first NFL coaching job came as a defensive backs coach with New 
Orleans from 1986-91. Prior to that, he spent 12 seasons at the collegiate level, 
beginning with a graduate assistant at Kent State (1972-74). He also coached 
defensive backs at Hawaii (1975-76), San Jose State (1977), California (1978- 
79), Tennessee (1980-81) and Ohio State (1982-83). 


Capers played S and LB for Mount Union College in Alliance, Ohio, from 1968-71, 
and graduated with a degree in physical education and a minor in psychology. 
He grew up in Buffalo, Ohio and attended Meadowbrook High School.

Mark Collins was hired as the team’s linebackers coach on Jan. 26, 2017 and is 
in his third season with the club. 


Under Collins’ guidance, LBs Telvin Smith Sr. (134) and Myles Jack (107) each 
recorded career-highs in 2018 in tackles as Smith's tackle tally ranked as the 
sixth-most in the NFL. Smith finished with two INTs and was one of two players 
in the NFL to record at least 130 tackles and register a pick six. Jack, who 
recorded the first TD of his career in Week 1, and Smith were the only LB duo in 
the NFL to each record at least 100 tackles and a pick six in 2018. Jack was one 
of three players in the NFL to play 100 percent of his team’s defensive snaps, 
joining Broncos S Justin Simmons and Eagles S Malcolm Jenkins. 


In 2017, Collins’ unit produced the team’s top two tacklers, as Smith led the 
team in tackles with 102 (76 solo) and also recorded 12 tackles for a loss, 1.0 
sack, three INTs (one INT-TD), five passes defensed, one forced fumble and two 
fumble recoveries, one of which he returned for a score. Jack finished second 
on the team in tackles with 90 (66 solo) and played his best football in the 
playoffs, finishing the postseason with 19 tackles (16 solo), 1.0 sack, one forced 
fumble, one fumble recovery, three passes defensed, two tackles for a loss and 
one INT. 


Prior to joining the Jaguars, Collins served as the outside linebackers coach 
with the New York Jets in 2016, and oversaw the development of rookie OLB 
Jordan Jenkins and the progression of fourth-year OLB Sheldon Richardson, 
who won Defensive Rookie of the Year honors in 2013 and earned a Pro Bowl 








appearance in 2014. In his inaugural season in the NFL, Jenkins totaled 40 
tackles (22 solo), including 2.5 sacks, while Richardson led the team with 13 
tackles for loss and finished the year with 62 total tackles (38 solo). 


In his first year with the Jets in 2015, Collins’ crew had four different OLBs 
register sacks, led by rookie third-round selection Lorenzo Mauldin (4.0). 
Mauldin registered all his sacks after Week 8, finishing with the most by a Jets 
rookie since 2012. Richardson, in his third season, registered 5.0 sacks, his 
second consecutive season with at least 5.0 sacks. Veteran OLB Calvin Pace 
added 3.0 sacks, his eighth consecutive season totaling at least 3.0 sacks. 


Prior to joining the Jets, Collins spent four seasons with the Atlanta Falcons 
from 2010-14, serving as a defensive assistant from 2010-13 and working with 
the outside linebackers in 2014. While serving as the defensive assistant (2010- 
13), Collins assisted with the defensive line and a run defense that registered a 
TFL once every 10.2 rushing attempts. 


Before entering the NFL coaching ranks, Collins spent 11 seasons at the 
collegiate level, with stops at Louisiana-Monroe, Georgia, Georgia Southern, 
Elon and Michigan after getting his start in coaching at his alma mater, East 
Tennessee State. 


In 2009, Collins served as the safeties coach at the University of Louisiana- 
Monroe after a two-year stint at the University of Georgia. From 2007-08, 
Collins spent two seasons at the University of Georgia as a graduate assistant. 
During one season at Georgia, the Bulldogs finished the season as the No. 
2-ranked team in the final Associated Press poll. 


In 2006, Collins worked at Georgia Southern as the outside linebackers coach 
and tutored AFCA first-team All-American John Mohring, while also working 
with the special teams units for the Eagles. In 2005, Collins served as a 
defensive coordinator at Elon University, helping the Phoenix defense finish 
with the third-best total defense in the Southern Conference. From 2003-04, 
Collins worked at the University of Michigan and helped the Wolverines win 
two consecutive Big Ten championships and make back-to-back Rose Bowl 
appearances. Collins served as the assistant linebackers coach in 2003 and 
coached the offensive line in 2004. 


Following his playing career, Collins spent four seasons at his alma mater, East 
Tennessee State, serving as the assistant defensive backs coach (1999), outside 
linebackers coach (2000), defensive line coach/special teams coordinator 
(2001) and outside linebackers coach/special teams coordinator (2002). 


Collins, a native of Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., is a 1998 graduate of East Tennessee 
State where he earned a bachelor’s degree in finance. As a four-year starter at 
DE and OLB, Collins won the John Robert Bell Award, given to the player who 
displays intensity, loyalty and work ethic, and was the team’s captain in 1997. 
Collins was also a National Football Foundation College Hall of Fame Scholar 
in 1995-96.

Joe Danna was hired as the assistant secondary coach on January 23, 2017 
and is in his third season assisting with the club’s defensive backs and first 
season as the Jaguars’ secondary coach - safeties. He is in his 12th season of 
coaching in the NFL. 


Since Danna joined the staff in 2017, the Jaguars have allowed the NFL's fewest 
net passing yards per game (182.2) in that span. 


Danna found success in 2018 as he assisted with the secondary. The Jaguars 
limited opponents to 194.6 net passing yards per game, the league’s second- 
lowest mark and fifth-lowest in franchise history. Jacksonville allowed 17 
passing TDs, tied for the third-fewest in franchise history and second-fewest 
in the NFL in 2018. CB Jalen Ramsey led the Jaguars with three INTs, earning 
his second consecutive Pro Bowl berth. The Jaguars had six players from the 
secondary record at least one INT, including CB A.J. Bouye, S Barry Church, S 
Tashaun Gipson Sr., S Ronnie Harrison, CB D.J. Hayden and Ramsey. 


In 2017, the Jaguars had the NFL's best passing defense, holding opponents to 
a 68.5 passer rating, the lowest mark in the NFL, and allowing just 169.9 net 
passing yards per game, the fewest in the NFL. Bouye led the group with six 
INTs and 19 passes defensed, while Ramsey recorded four INTs and 17 passes 
defensed as they both earned their first career Pro Bowl berths. Church and 
Gipson recorded four INTs apiece, combined for 15 passes defensed and were 
third and fifth, respectively, on the team in tackles. 


While Danna served as the defensive backs coach with the Jets in 2016, CB 
Marcus Gilchrist and CB Marcus Williams tied for the team lead with two INTs 
apiece. The unit also saw six players finish with at least five passes defensed, 
including Williams (six), S Calvin Pryor (six), CB Buster Skrine (six), CB Darryl 
Roberts (six), CB Darrelle Revis (five) and CB Juston Burris (five). 


In 2015, Danna joined the New York Jets as the defensive backs coach and 
helped Williams lead the team in INTs, picking off six passes despite playing 
in fewer than 27 percent of the defensive snaps. Pryor registered career 
highs in tackles (71) and passes defensed (six) during the 2015 season. Revis, 
who returned to the club in 2015, registered nine takeaways (five INTs and 
four fumble recoveries), the most of any CB in the league and his most INTs 
since 2009. Danna’s unit tripled its INT total from the previous season, as the 
defensive backs produced all 18 of the team’s INTs in 2015 (fifth-most in the 
NFL), improving their 2014 total of six (tied for 30th). 


In 2008, Danna secured his first coaching opportunity in the NFL with the Atlanta 
Falcons, where he served as a defensive assistant for two seasons (2008-09). 
Danna then spent the following two seasons (2010-11) with the Miami Dolphins 
as the assistant defensive backs coach before returning to Atlanta as the 
defensive backs coach for the 2012-14 seasons.

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John Donovan was named assistant running backs coach on Jan. 16, 2019, after 
serving as an offensive assistant with the Jaguars for three seasons. Donovan 
joined the Jaguars staff with 19 years of collegiate coaching experience, 
including two as the offensive coordinator and tight ends coach at Penn State. 





While assisting with the tight ends in 2018, Donovan helped TE James 
O'Shaughnessy achieve career highs in receptions (24) and receiving yards 
(214), while four other tight ends tallied receptions, including Niles Paul and 
Austin Seferian-Jenkins, who were both sidelined with injuries in their first 
seasons with the team. 


Despite only keeping three tight ends on the active roster throughout the 2017 
season, the group was critical in helping the team lead the league in rushing 
(141.4 yards/game). TE Marcedes Lewis, who was elected captain by his 
teammates, led the way for the group, scoring five TDs, including three in the 
team's Week 3 win against Baltimore, the most since his Pro Bowl season in 
2009. Lewis also recorded his first career TD in the postseason in the second 
quarter of the AFC Championship Game at New England. 


At Penn State, Donovan directed a 2014 offense that saw QB Christian 
Hackenberg and WR DaeSean Hamilton break Penn State single-game and 
season records and TE Mike Gesicki was selected to the BTN.com All-Freshman 
team. In 2015, Hackenberg became the school’s all-time leading passer, while 
RB Saquon Barkley and WR Chris Godwin were one of only two tandems in the 
Big 10 with a 1,000 yards rushing and receiving, respectively. 


From 2011-13, Donovan was the offensive coordinator and running backs 
coach at Vanderbilt for three of the most productive offensive seasons in the 
program's modern-era history. Under Donovan's direction, RB Zac Stacy ran 
for 1,193 yards in 2011 and 1,141 yards in 2012 to become the first Vanderbilt 
player with consecutive 1,000-yard seasons in program history. Stacy earned 
second team All-SEC honors and was drafted by the St. Louis Rams in 2013.

Mike Mallory enters his seventh season as part of the Jaguars special teams 
coaching unit in 2019. He has 33 years of coaching experience, including 22 
years at the collegiate level. 


Last season, Mallory assisted Special Teams Coordinator Joe DeCamillis with 
coaching a special teams unit that finished first in the NFL in opposing KR avg. 
(17.8) and second in opposing PR avg. (5.0). The 2018 special teams unit was 
ranked seventh in the NFL in the Dallas Morning News’ annual special teams 
rankings. Dallas Morning News columnist Rick Gosselin uses a points system 
based on 22 categories to rank each of the 32 NFL teams’ special teams units 
at the end of each season. K Josh Lambo converted 19 of 20 PATs and 19 of 21 
FGs before finishing the season on the reserve/injured list. Lambo, who finished 
with a 90.5 FG percentage in 2018, became the first kicker in franchise history to 
post back-to-back seasons with a field goal percentage of at least 90.0. Rookie 
P Logan Cooke recorded a franchise-record 37 punts inside the 20, the third- 
most in the NFL and the most among rookies. His 41.3 net punting avg. was the 
highest for a single season in franchise history. WR Dede Westbrook scored a 
TD on a 74-yard punt return, marking the third-longest punt return in franchise 
history, and finished the season with a 14.0 punt return avg., fifth in the NFL 
among players with at least 10 punt returns. Westbrook joined Kansas City’s 
Tyreek Hill as the only two players in the NFL last season to record as least 500 
receiving yards and one punt return TD. 


In 2017, Mallory assisted a unit that underwent a midseason kicking change as 
Lambo was acquired and finished the season 19 of 20 on FGs (95.0 percent), 
including 12 of 12 at TIAA Bank Field. Lambo’s 95.0 field goal percentage was 
the best mark in Jaguars single-season history among kickers with at least 10 
FG attempts. 


Mallory’s special teams unit led the NFL in 2015 in yards per punt return (11.7), 
ranked second in opponent net punting average (36.4), sixth in opponent gross 
punting average (43.9) and 10th in gross punting average (46.3). Mallory’s unit 
also had an impressive season returning punts. Rookie WR Rashad Greene, 
who returned a punt 73 yards for a TD, returned 18 punts for 301 yards (16.7 
average) in 2015. Greene’s 73-yard punt return was the fourth-longest in 
Jaguars history and the first-ever punt return for TD by a Jaguars rookie. 


In 2014, the Jaguars ranked 10th in opponents average starting field position 
after a kickoff (21.2 avg.) and 13th in average starting position after kickoff (21.9 
avg.). P Bryan Anger ranked among NFL leaders in gross punting average (2nd, 
47.4), punts of 50-plus yards (1st, 39) and punts of 60-plus yards (st, 12). 


The Jaguars’ special teams unit in 2013 ranked among the best in the NFL. The 
Jaguars improved to 2nd in opponents average starting field position (19.6), 3rd 
in kickoff return average (25.9) and 9th in average starting field position after 
kickoff (22.5). 


Mallory previously spent five seasons (2008-12) with the New Orleans Saints, 
four as assistant special teams coach and one as assistant secondary coach. 
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From 2008-10 and in 2012, Mallory worked solely with the Saints’ special teams 
unit. He assisted in the development of kicker Garrett Hartley and punter 
Thomas Morstead. Morstead and safety Chris Reis played an important role in 
its Super Bowl XLIV victory with the successful execution of “Ambush” at the 
beginning of the second half with the surprise onside kick. 


Mallory spent the 2007 season at Louisville where he served as secondary 
coach. He served as linebackers coach at Kansas in 2006 after five seasons 
(2001-05) as an assistant at Illinois including his final two seasons as defensive 
coordinator/linebackers coach. He was promoted to linebackers in 2003 after 
spending his previous two years working with the safeties. 


Mallory began his coaching career at Indiana from 1986-87 and also had stints 
at Kent State (1988-90), Eastern Illinois (1991-92), Rhode Island (1993-95), 
Northern Illinois (1996-99) and Maryland (2000). He had a standout career 
as a linebacker at Michigan, twice earning All-Big Ten honors and was a two- 
year captain. He was a finalist for the 1985 Butkus Award, given to the nation’s 
premier linebacker. During his collegiate career, he played in four bowl games 
and graduated with a bachelor’s degree in sports administration. 


A native of Bowling Green, Ohio, Mallory is from a distinguished football family. 
He is the son of Bill Mallory, who has served as a head coach at Indiana, Colorado, 
Northern Illinois and Miami University (Ohio). His brother, Doug, is currently the 
defensive backs coach for the Atlanta Falcons. His youngest brother, Curt, is 
currently the secondary/pass game coordinator for the University of Wyoming.

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Keenan McCardell was hired as the wide receivers coach on Jan. 20, 2017 and 
is in his third season overseeing the group. A two-time Pro Bowl selection and 
two-time Super Bowl champion, McCardell played six seasons (1996-2001) with 
the Jaguars totaling 499 receptions, 6,393 yards and 30 TDs, which all rank 
second in team history to this day. 


After WR Margqise Lee suffered a season-ending knee injury during the 2018 
preseason, McCardell called upon his unit's youngest members to fill the void. 
WR Dede Westbrook set career highs and led the team with 66 receptions, 717 
receiving yards and five TDs. In his second season, Westbrook posted the first 
100-yard game of his career on Sept. 30 vs. the New York Jets and hauled in a 
career-long 61-yard TD on Sept. 16 against New England. In addition, the former 
college Biletnikoff Award winner joined Chiefs WR Tyreek Hill as the only two 
players in the NFL to record at least 500 receiving yards and one punt return TD 
in 2018. Westbrook was one of three players in franchise history to accomplish 
the feat in a single season, joining Mike Thomas (2010) and Bobby Shaw (2002). 
In addition to Westbrook, McCardell helped two other members of the WR 
group to 400-plus yard seasons, including Donte Moncrief, who posted 100-plus 
receiving yards on Sept. 30 vs. the New York Jets and set his career-long with 
an 80-yard TD reception on Nov. 11 at Indianapolis. 


Despite having five receivers placed on injured/reserve during the 2017 season, 
including Pro Bowl WR Allen Robinson, McCardell’s unit helped QB Blake 


Bortles achieve a career-high completion percentage. Lee led the group with 56 
receptions for 702 yards and three TDs. McCardell oversaw the development of 
two rookies, Keelan Cole and Westbrook. Cole, who went undrafted, registered 
42 receptions for a team-high 748 yards, which was third among all rookie 
receivers in 2017. Cole set the franchise record for receiving yards by an 
undrafted rookie WR, while his 748 receiving yards ranked eighth in NFL history 
by an undrafted rookie WR. 


Prior to joining Jacksonville’s staff, McCardell coached the wide receivers at the 
University of Maryland from 2014-15. 


While at Maryland, McCardell oversaw the development of current Vikings WR 
Stefon Diggs, who led Maryland with 62 receptions and ranked fourth in the Big 
Ten averaging 79.2 yards per game. Diggs also recorded four 100-yard receiving 
performances to earn second-team all-conference honors from the league's 
coaches and honorable mention all-conference honors from the media. 


Prior to coaching at Maryland, McCardell spent two seasons (2010-11) with the 
Redskins. In 2011, Washington's receivers totaled 346 receptions, the second- 
highest total in franchise history at the time and eclipsed the 4,000-yard plateau 
for the sixth time in franchise history (4,058). In 2010, McCardell presided over 
a receiving corps that helped the Redskins set a then-franchise record for 
receptions in a season (349). McCardell’s unit provided one of the league’s most 
consistent big play threats, as the team led the league with nine completions of 
at least 50 yards. 


As a player, McCardell played in 209 career games with 168 starts, and amassed 
883 receptions for 11,373 yards and 63 touchdowns. His 883 receptions rank 
13th in NFL history, while his 11,373 yards is 23rd all time. McCardell played 
for five NFL franchises in his 17-year career, mostly notably with the Jaguars 
from 1996-2001. 


McCardell ranks second all-time in receptions (499) and receiving yards (6,393) 
in Jaguars history including a career-best 94 receptions for 1,207 yards during 
the 2000 season. McCardell earned his first Pro Bowl selection in 1996 after 
totaling a team-best 85 receptions for 1,129 yards and three touchdowns. He 
was voted No. 7 on the Jaguars All-25, a collection of the top 25 non-active 
players in franchise history, as voted on by members of the local media. 


McCardell entered the league in 1991 after being drafted by the Redskins in the 
12th round of the NFL Draft out of Nevada-Las Vegas. He spent his rookie season 
on Injured Reserve for a club that would win Super Bowl XXVI. 


Upon finishing his playing career, McCardell began coaching by completing a 
Bill Walsh Minority Fellowship with the New York Giants during the team’s 2009 
training camp under then-Head Coach Tom Coughlin. He also coached the West 
team's wide receivers in the 2010 East-West Shrine Game. 


McCardell worked in broadcasting as a studio analyst for Comcast SportsNet for 
the Redskins’ kickoff show in 2008 and served as a college football analyst for 
the Mountain West Network in 2009. 


McCardell and his wife, Nicole, have four children: daughters Keandra, Nia and 
Nakeeya’, and son Keenan Il.

A 10-year NFL veteran as a player, Ron Middleton is in his seventh season with 
the Jaguars after being named tight ends coach on Feb. 7, 2013. 


In 2018, Middleton helped TE James O’Shaughnessy achieve career-highs in 
receptions (24) and receiving yards (214), while four other tight ends tallied 
receptions, including TE Niles Paul and Austin Seferian-Jenkins, who were both 
sidelined with injuries in their first seasons with the team. 
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Despite having only three tight ends on the active roster throughout the 2017 
season, Middleton’s group was critical in helping the team lead the league in 
rushing (141.4 yards per game). Twelfth-year TE Marcedes Lewis, who was 
elected captain by his teammates, led the way for the group, scoring five TDs 
including three in the team’s Week 3 win against Baltimore, the most since 
his Pro Bowl season in 2010. Lewis also recorded his first career TD in the 
postseason in the second quarter of the AFC Championship game at New 
England. 


In 2016, Middleton's position group saw five different players appear in at least 
six games, including three players age 24-or-younger (Alex Ellis - 23; Ben 
Koyack - 23; Neal Sterling - 24). Koyack led the group with 14 games played, 
while Lewis started all 10 games in which he played. Lewis (calf) and Julius 
Thomas (back) both finished the season on the team’s reserve/injured list. 


In 2015, Middleton tutored a veteran group that included the addition of Pro 
Bowl TE Julius Thomas. Thomas finished third on the team in receptions 
(46), receiving yards (455) and receiving TDs (five) in his first season with the 
Jaguars, despite missing the first four games due to a thumb injury. 


Middleton was responsible for a tight ends unit in 2014 that was plagued by 
injuries early in the season to veterans Lewis and Clay Harbor. Lewis missed 
eight games with an ankle injury and Harbor was inactive the first three weeks 
with a calf injury. Undrafted rookie Nic Jacobs stepped in to the lineup and 
played in 13 games with four starts. Harbor finished with a career-best 26 
receptions for 289 yards while Lewis added two scores. 


In Middleton's first season with the Jaguars, three different players made starts 
at tight end with Lewis (11), Harbor (2) and Allen Reisner (2). Lewis led the club 
with four receiving touchdowns including a score in three straight games for the 
first time in his career. 


Prior to Jacksonville, Middleton spent five years (2008-12) at Duke, serving 
as associate head coach and special teams coordinator, while also coaching 
the tight ends. Under Middleton’s guidance at Duke, K Ross Martin and P Will 
Monday received first-team Freshman All-America honors in 2012. 


Prior to joining the Blue Devils, Middleton spent one season (2007) on the staff 
at Alabama where he coached the tight ends and the special teams units. 


The Atmore, Ala. native served three seasons (2004-06) as an assistant coach 
with the Buccaneers under Head Coach Jon Gruden. Middleton coached the tight 
ends and assisted with special teams and helped Tampa Bay to the 2005 NFC 
South Division championship. He was a member of the Buccaneers’ training 
camp coaching staff in 2003 as a part of the NFL's Minority Coaching Fellowship 
Program, and was selected by Gruden in 2006 to attend the NFL’s Coaches 
Career Development Symposium. 


Middleton spent five seasons (1999-2003) on the coaching staff at Mississippi 
where he worked with the tight ends for three seasons and running backs for 
two campaigns along with serving as the special teams coordinator. The Rebels 
played in four bowl games during Middleton's tenure. 


Middleton began his coaching career at Troy from 1997-98 where he worked 
with the tight ends, offensive tackles and assisted with special teams. He 
also spent time in private business, serving as vice president of American 
Communications. 


A four-year letterman at tight end for Auburn from 1982-85, Middleton helped 
the Tigers to a four-year ledger of 37-12 with four bowl games that produced 
three victories. In 1983, Auburn posted an 11-1 record, won the SEC title and 
defeated Michigan, 9-7, in the Sugar Bowl. Middleton earned a degree in pre- 
law/history from Auburn in 1988 and later received a master’s degree in sports 
and fitness management from Troy in 1998. 


Middleton's NFL playing career spanned 10 seasons with five different teams. 
After signing with Atlanta as an undrafted rookie, he spent two seasons (1986-87) 
with the Falcons before joining the Redskins for the 1988 campaign. Following 
one season (1989) with the Browns, Middleton returned to the Redskins for four 
seasons that included a win over Buffalo in Super Bowl XXVI. He finished his 
career with the Los Angeles Rams (1994) and the San Diego Chargers (1995). 


Middleton is married (Kalita) with three children: Desman, Ron II and Zaria.

The Jacksonville Jaguars announced the hiring of Quarterbacks Coach Scott 
Milanovich on Jan. 27, 2017, and he is in his third season with the club in that 
capacity. 


In 2018, Milanovich helped QB Blake Bortles record four games with 300-plus 
passing yards, including a career-high 430 yards on Oct. 7 at Kansas City. Bortles 
also tallied three games with a QB rating of 100-plus. His four TDs against New 
England on Sept. 16 were one shy of his career high, and Bortles' completion 
percentage of 60.3 (243 of 403 passing) was the highest of his five-year career. 
Milanovich also oversaw the development of QB Cody Kessler, who started in 
four games, and tallied 240 yards, the second-highest of his career, on Dec. 6 
at Tennessee. Milanovich spent the final five weeks of the season as the team's 
play caller. 


In his first season overseeing the Jaguars quarterbacks in 2017, Milanovich 
guided Bortles to a then-career-high 60.2 completion percentage as he threw 
for 3,687 yards on 315 of 523 passing with 21 TDs and an 84.7 QB rating. Bortles 
was 30 of 53 passing in the red zone for 220 yards, 18 TDs, 0 INTs and a QB 
rating of 106.1, which was the sixth-best red zone passer rating in the NFL 
(min. 50 pass attempts). In addition, Bortles threw for 594 yards in three playoff 
games, while posting three TDs and zero turnovers. 


Prior to joining Jacksonville's staff, Milanovich spent five seasons (2012-16) as 
the head coach for the Canadian Football League’s (CFL) Toronto Argonauts. He 
totaled a 43-47 overall record (.478) and earned Coach of the Year honors and 
a Grey Cup victory in 2012. Milanovich was named the 42nd head coach of the 
Argonauts on Dec. 1, 2011 and led his team to a league championship in his first 
season at the helm. 


From 2007-11, Milanovich served in multiple capacities for the CFL’s Montreal 
Alouettes. After being promoted to assistant head coach/offensive coordinator/ 
quarterbacks coach in 2009, Milanovich spent three seasons (2009-11) in that 
capacity. In 2008, he was promoted to offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach 
after spending the 2007 season overseeing the development of the Alouettes’ 
quarterbacks. 


From 2004-06, Milanovich coached in NFL Europe with the Rhein Fire as the 
quarterbacks coach (2004) and offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach 
(2005), and then with the Cologne Centurions as the offensive coordinator/ 
quarterbacks coach in 2006. Milanovich began his coaching career in 2003 when 
he served as the quarterbacks coach for the Rhein Fire of NFL Europe. Later that 
year, he coached the quarterbacks for the CFL's Calgary Stampeders. 


After going undrafted in the 1996 NFL Draft, Milanovich signed as a rookie 
with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers and spent four seasons (1996-99) with the 
organization. In 2000, after a brief stint with the Cleveland Browns, Milanovich 
signed with the Berlin Thunder of NFL Europe, before returning to the U.S. to 
play for the XFL’s Los Angeles Xtreme in 2001. In 2002, Milanovich played for the 
Arena Football League’s Tampa Bay Storm before finishing his playing career 
with the CFL's Calgary Stampeders in 2003. 


As a QB for the University of Maryland from 1992-1995, Milanovich broke several 
school records, including passing yards (7,301), pass attempts (982), passing 
TDs (49) and pass completions (680), Born in Butler, Pa., Scott is married to 
Jaime, and the couple has two children, Macall and Maggie.

Eric Price was hired to oversee offense-research on Jan. 30, 2017 and is entering 
his third season with the team. Price assists Keenan McCardell with the wide 
receivers on a day-to-day basis in addition to his research responsibilities. Prior 
to joining the Jaguars, Price spent four seasons as the offensive coordinator at 
Tulane. 


In 2018, Price helped WR Dede Westbrook set career highs and lead the team 
with 66 receptions, 717 receiving yards and five TDs. In his second season, 
Westbrook posted the first 100-yard game of his career on Sept. 30 vs. the 
New York Jets and hauled in a career-long 61-yard TD on Sept. 16 against New 
England. Despite having five receivers placed on injured/reserve during the 
2017 season, including Pro Bowl WR Allen Robinson, the Jaguars wide receiving 
corps helped QB Blake Bortles achieve a career-high completion percentage. 
WR Mardgise Lee led the group with 56 receptions for 702 yards and three TDs. 
Price assisted with the development of two rookies, Keelan Cole and Westbrook. 
Cole, who went undrafted in 2017, registered 42 receptions for a team-high 
748 yards, which ranked third among all rookie receivers in 2017. Cole set the 
franchise record for receiving yards by an undrafted rookie WR, while his 748 
receiving yards were the eighth-most in NFL history by an undrafted rookie WR. 


While at Tulane in 2015, Price orchestrated an offense that saw three QBs take 
snaps, with the unit totaling 2,415 yards passing and 18 TDs with a running 
back by committee trio that had each RB rush for over 250 yards and account 
for nine TDs. In 2014, the Green Wave offense produced two 200-yard rushing 
performances, while three players combined to surpass the 100-yard rushing 
plateau on four occasions, including a 215-yard rushing effort by redshirt- 
freshman RB Sherman Badie in his collegiate debut. 


Prior to joining the Green Wave, Price spent two years as the offensive 
coordinator at Memphis, where he also coached the RBs and WRs. In 2010, 
Price guided WR Marcus Rucker to a career-best season when he posted 41 
receptions for 704 yards and eight touchdowns. 


In 2008, Price was the wide receivers coach for the Kansas City Chiefs and 
oversaw the development of WR Dwayne Bowe, who had 86 catches for 1,022 
yards. 


Prior to joining the Chiefs, Price spent four seasons as the offensive coordinator 
at the University of Texas El-Paso. The Miners thrived under Price in 2006 when 
the team's offense ranked fifth nationally in passing offense (312.8 ypg), 18th in 
passing efficiency (149.25), 38th in scoring offense (27.3 ppg) and 39th in total 
offense (370.4 ypg). QB Jordan Palmer threw for a school-record 3,595 yards, 
helping UTEP establish a school record with 3,754 yards through the air. Palmer 
finished his UTEP career as the school’s passing and total offense record-holder. 
Price served as the wide receivers coach for his first three seasons (2004-06) 
with UTEP before transitioning to quarterbacks coach in 2007. Over Price's first 
three seasons at UTEP, the Miners scored 30-plus points in 22 games. 


Price spent the 2003 season as the offensive coordinator at Alabama after 
spending two seasons (2001-02) as an offensive assistant for the New York Jets. 
He played a major role in the progression of QB Chad Pennington, who led the 
NFL in passing efficiency during the 2002 season. 


Price spent 11 years from 1990-2000 in the collegiate ranks, serving many roles 
on the offensive side of the ball. His stops included Washington State (1998- 
2000), Northern Arizona (1996-97), Cal Poly-SLO (1994-95), Miami (Fla.) (1992- 
93), Hawaii (1991) and Weber State (1990). 


A native of Ogden, Utah, Price prepped at Ogden High School where he was a 
standout receiver. He earned USA Today honorable mention All-America honors 
after reeling in 77 passes for more than 1,000 yards his senior year. He led the 
state in receiving en route to being tabbed an all-state, all-league and all-area 
selection. 


Price and his wife, Jody, have a daughter, Emma, and a son, Andrew.

Jason Rebrovich is in his first season as the Jaguars’ defensive line coach after 
being promoted following two years as the assistant defensive line coach. Since 
Rebrovich joined the Jaguars staff in 2017, Jacksonville's 92.0 sacks are tied for 
the second-most in the NFL. 


In 2018, Rebrovich helped DL Calais Campbell become the first player in Jaguars 
history to record back-to-back seasons with at least 10.0 sacks. Campbell 
earned his fourth career Pro Bowl nod and was one of three players in the NFL 
to record at least 20 tackles for loss and 10.0 sacks. Rebrovich also tutored DE 
Yannick Ngakoue, who finished second on the team with 9.5 sacks in 2018 and 
improved his career total to 29.5 sacks, the most sacks by any Jaguars player 
through 48 career games. 


In 2017, the Jaguars defensive line emerged as one of the most productive pass- 
rushing units in the NFL as the team finished with 55 sacks, the second-most 
in the league, while four players registered at least 8.0 sacks (Campbell - 14.5; 
Ngakoue - 12.0; DT Malik Jackson - 8.0; and DE Dante Fowler Jr. - 8.0). The 
team's 55 sacks ranked second in franchise history, trailing only the 1999 season 
(57). Campbell was selected to his third Pro Bowl and earned first-team All-Pro 
honors in addition to setting franchise records for sacks in a single season and 
sacks in a game (4.0 in Week 1 at Houston). Additionally, Campbell was named 
AFC Defensive Player of the Year by the NFL 101 Awards, and Jackson and 
Ngakoue were both selected to their first career Pro Bowls at the season's end. 


Prior to arriving in Jacksonville, Rebrovich spent four seasons with in Buffalo, 
serving in various roles on defense. In 2016, the Bills defense finished fourth 
in the league in sacks per pass play with Rebrovich serving as the Bills 
defensive line coach. In 2015, Rebrovich oversaw the outside linebackers and 
helped mentor a defense that was third in the league in opposing quarterback 
completion percentage at 57.6 percent. Prior to being tasked with overseeing 
the Bills outside linebackers, Rebrovich was the team’s assistant defensive 
line coach in 2014 and his work with the Bills helped the team finish fourth 
in the NFL in total defense. The Bills defensive line played a large role in that 
success, leading the NFL with 54 sacks. During his first season with the Bills as 
a defensive quality control coach in 2013, Rebrovich helped coach a defense that 
recorded a franchise-record 57.0 sacks.

The Jacksonville Jaguars announced the hiring of Running Backs Coach Terry 
Robiskie on Jan. 16, 2019. Robiskie, who has coached in the NFL for 37 seasons, 
joined the Jaguars after serving as the wide receivers coach for the Buffalo Bills 
during the 2018 season. In 2018, Robiskie guided WR Zay Jones to career-high 
outputs in receptions (56), receiving yards 1652) and receiving TDs (seven). 


Robiskie served as the Titans’ offensive coordinator in 2016 and 2017. In his first 
season in Nashville, he guided the league’s No. 3 rushing offense (136.7 rushing 
yards per game), while helping RB DeMarco Murray earn Pro Bowl honors and 
finish third in the league with 1,287 rushing yards. Additionally, the 2016 Titans 
offense led the NFL in red zone efficiency (72 percent TD rate). Under Robiskie’s 
guidance, RB Derrick Henry totaled 1,418 rushing yards and 11 TDs, including 
the postseason. Henry produced three 100-yard rushing games, including a 156- 
yard performance in a victory at Kansas City in the Wild Card round in 2017. 
QB Marcus Mariota also made strides with Robiskie at the helm of the offense, 
posting a franchise-best eight consecutive games with multiple TD passes. 
Mariota also recorded the third-highest passer rating in club history. Three 
offensive players earned Pro Bowl honors in 2016: Murray, LT Taylor Lewan and 
TE Delanie Walker. 


While serving as the wide receivers coach in Atlanta in 2015, Robiskie helped 
WR Julio Jones set a franchise record for receiving yards in a single season 
(1,871). Robskie also played a critical role in the development of WR Roddy 
White, who is the Falcons’ career leader in receptions (808), receiving yards 
(10,863) and TDs (63). In 2002, Jones and White had the highest receiving totals 
among teammates in the NFL, as they combined for 171 receptions for 2,549 
yards and 17 TDs. Robiskie helped guide White and Jones to a total of seven Pro 
Bowls during his eight seasons in Atlanta (2008-15). 


Prior to working in Atlanta, Robiskie held several roles around the NFL, 
including offensive coordinator and interim head coach on two occasions (Miami 
and Cleveland). Robiskie earned his start in the NFL in 1982 with the then-Los 
Angeles Raiders, with whom he spent 12 seasons (1982-1993), reaching the 
playoffs seven times with four division titles and a Super Bowl XVIII title. 


A native of Edgard, La., Robiskie was a running back at Louisiana State, earning 
Southeastern Conference MVP honors as a senior in 1976 after gaining 1,117 
yards and scoring 12 TDs. Due to his time in Baton Rouge, he was inducted 
into the New Orleans Sports Hall of Fame, as well as the Louisiana Sports Hall 
of Fame. He began his NFL playing career as an eighth-round selection by 
the Raiders in the 1977 NFL Draft. Robiskie played three seasons (1977-79) in 
Oakland before finishing his career in Miami from 1980-81. 


Robiskie and his wife, Cynthia, have three sons: Brian, Andrew and Kyle.

Mike Rutenberg is in his second season as the assistant linebackers coach 
and seventh season with the Jaguars.

Tony Sparano Jr. joined the Jaguars staff as assistant offensive line coach on 
January 19, 2017 and is in his third season in the role. 


Sparano aided a unit that was beleaguered with injuries during the 2018 season. 
Despite using seven different starting lineup combinations and four starting left 
tackles, Sparano’s line paved the way for the Jaguars to rush for 100-plus yards 
in eight games, including 226 on Nov. 25 at Buffalo. 


In 2017, the Jaguars offensive line allowed a franchise single-season low 24 
sacks and blocked for a league-leading rushing attack that averaged 141.4 
rushing yards per game. The offensive line led the way for rookie RB Leonard 
Fournette to rush for 1,040 yards and nine TDs on 268 carries as Fournette 
became only the second rookie RB in Jaguars history, and first since Fred Taylor 
in 1998, to eclipse 1,000 rushing yards. Overall, the Jaguars finished the year 
rushing for 2,262 yards and 18 TDs on 527 carries. Aided by the protection of 
the offensive line, QB Blake Bortles completed a career-high 60.2 percent of his 
passes and threw for 3,687 yards and 21 TDs. 


While serving as the tight ends coach with Buffalo in 2016, Sparano mentored 
the team’s leading receiver, TE Charles Clay, as he produced 57 receptions for 
552 yards and four TDs, which ranked as the third-best season by a Bills TE in 
team history. Sparano helped Clay transition seamlessly in 2015 from Miami to 


Buffalo as he went on to catch 51 receptions for 528 yards and three TDs in his 
first season with the Bills. In addition to Clay providing the Bills aerial attack 
with a consistent target, Sparano’s TE group helped pave the way for the Bills to 
have both the top rushing attack in the NFL in yards (2,432) and yards per carry 
(4.78) in 2015. 


Prior to joining the Bills, Sparano spent three seasons with the New York Jets. 
In 2014 he served as an offensive assistant and from 2012-13 he served as an 
intern, working with the offense specifically in 2013. 


Sparano spent the 2011 season with the Miami Dolphins as an offensive quality 
control coach. Before entering the NFL ranks, Sparano spent one year in the UFL 
with the Hartford Colonials as their assistant defensive line coach.

Dwayne Stukes was hired as a defensive assistant on Feb. 20, 2019 and brings 
11 years of NFL coaching experience to the Jaguars. 


From 2016-17, Stukes served as the assistant special teams coach with the New 
York Giants. In 2017, K Aldrick Rosas connected on 20 of 23 field goals during his 
rookie season, including four of five from 50-plus yards. In 2016, K Josh Brown 
and K Robbie Gould combined to make 21 of 22 field goals, converting 95.5 
percent of their FG attempts, the highest single-season mark in franchise history. 


Stukes previously served as the assistant special teams coach for the Chicago 
Bears from 2013-14. In 2013, Stukes worked with KR/WR Devin Hester, who 
posted a KR average of 27.7 yards per return, the sixth-highest mark in the 
league. 


Stukes spent the 2012 season with the Dallas Cowboys in their minority 
coaching internship program after serving on Tampa Bay's coaching staff for 
six seasons (2006-11), the last as the Buccaneers’ special teams coordinator. 
During the 2011 season, Stukes’ unit was highly successful and saw K Connor 
Barth finish third in the NFL in fleld goal percentage with a career-high 92.9 
conversion rate (26 of 28). From 2009-10, Stukes was Tampa Bay's assistant 
defensive backs coach after serving as special teams quality control coach in 
2008. Stukes helped CB Aqib Talib produce a career-high six INTs in 2010, while 
CB Ronde Barber finished second on the team with three INTs. He joined the 
team as a coaching assistant in 2006, a position he held for two years. He also 
served as the assistant defensive backs coach for the Berlin Thunder in 2006. 


He spent parts of four seasons in the NFL from 2000-03 as a member of the 
Buccaneers, the Atlanta Falcons and the Pittsburgh Steelers.

Tim Walton is in his first season as the Jaguars secondary coach - cornerbacks, 
his ninth season in the NFL and his 23rd year in coaching. He was hired by 
Jacksonville on Jan. 16, 2019. From 2015-17, Walton served as the secondary/ 
cornerbacks coach with the New York Giants. 


In 2017, under Walton's guidance, CBs Janoris Jenkins and Ross Cockrell led 
the Giants with three INTs apiece. Jenkins, who only played in nine games prior 
to suffering a season-ending ankle injury, returned two of his INTs for TDs. 


In 2016, the Giants received important contributions from several of Walton's 
CBs, including Jenkins, who was selected to his first Pro Bowl, CB Dominique 
Rodgers-Cromartie and rookie CB Eli Apple. Jenkins and Rodgers-Cromartie 
were both selected to the Associated Press All-Pro second team. Jenkins 
started all 15 regular season games in which he played and finished the season 
with 49 tackles (44 solo), three INTs, a sack, 18 passes defensed and a forced 
fumble. Rodgers-Cromartie led the Giants and was tied for second in the NFL 
with six INTs, and twice had two INTs in a game (at Los Angeles Rams and at 
Washington). He was the first Giants player with six INTs in a season since S 
Antrel Rolle in 2013. 


In 2015, Walton helped Rodgers-Cromartie earn Pro Bowl honors after starting 
15 games at CB and contributing 58 tackles (52 solo). Rodgers-Cromartie also 
had a team-high 13 passes defensed and tied CB Trumaine McBride for the team 
lead with three INTs. 


Walton was the St. Louis Rams’ defensive coordinator in 2013 and oversaw a 
defense that finished third in the NFL with 53.0 sacks. Walton’s unit allowed 
the ninth-fewest rushing yards per game (102.9) and allowed the third-fewest 
yards per carry (3.7). Prior to joining the Rams, Walton spent four years as the 
secondary coach with Detroit. In 2012, he also added the title of third down 
package coach. Walton helped Detroit finish 10th in the NFL that season in third 
down defense, as the Lions allowed opponents to convert just 36.5 percent of 
their third down attempts. In 2011, the Lions led the NFL with seven defensive 
TDs. 


Before his time in Detroit, Walton spent 14 seasons at the collegiate level, where 
he coached 13 players who were eventually drafted into the NFL. Walton's college 
tenure included two stints as a defensive coordinator. He held the position at 
Memphis in 2008 and at Miami (Fla.) in 2007. While with the Hurricanes, he 
coached Jaguars Pro Bowl DL Calais Campbell. Walton was promoted from 
secondary coach to defensive coordinator in 2007 and helped propel the defense 
to a national ranking of 33rd in total defense. In his first three seasons at Miami 
he coached the defensive backs, and the Miami secondary ranked in the top 10 
nationally in pass defense in both 2004 and 2005. 


In 2003, Walton coached at LSU, helping the Tigers win the 2003 BCS National 
Championship and claim the Southeastern Conference title. In 2002, Walton 
served as the secondary coach at Syracuse after a two-year stint with Memphis 
(2000-01). He began his coaching career in 1995 at Bowling Green where he 
served in a variety of roles from 1995-99. 


In addition to his collegiate coaching experience, Walton has had three summer 
internships in the NFL. He spent the summer of 1998 serving as a defensive 
intern with the Chicago Bears, the summer of 2001 as a defensive intern for 
the Green Bay Packers and 2004 with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers under current 
Pittsburgh Steelers Head Coach Mike Tomlin. 


As a defensive back at Ohio State University, Walton lettered four seasons 
and served as co-captain for the Big Ten champions in 1993. He earned his 
bachelor's degree in sociology from OSU in 1994. Walton and his wife, Tracy, 
have three children, Trei, Timia and Tyler.

The Jacksonville Jaguars announced the hiring of Offensive Line Coach George 
Warhop on Jan. 16, 2019. Warhop has been an offensive line coach in the NFL 
since 1996, most recently serving in that capacity with Tampa Bay during the 
2018 season. 


In 2018, Warhop instructed a unit that paved the way for a Buccaneer offense 
that tallied the most yards (6,648), net passing yards (5,125), first downs (388) 
and points scored in team history. Tampa Bay finished third in the NFL in total 
yards per game (415.5), while their 5,125 net passing yards ranked fourth in 
team history. Warhop also served as the Buccaneers run game coordinator 
from 2016-18, helping RB Peyton Barber gain a career-high 871 rushing yards 
in 2018. 


In 2017, Buccaneers OL Donovan Smith joined Paul Gruber as the only players 
in franchise history to start all 48 games through their first three seasons. While 
in Tampa Bay in 2015, Warhop oversaw an offensive line that cleared the way 
for 135.1 rushing yards per game, the fifth-most rushing yards in the NFL and 
the second-most in team history. RB Doug Martin (1,402 rushing yards) finished 
second in the NFL in rushing yards, while OL Logan Mankins earned a Pro Bowl 
nod. 


Prior to his time with the Buccaneers, Warhop spent five seasons (2009-13) as 
the offensive line coach in Cleveland, helping OL Joe Thomas earn Pro Bowl and 
All-Pro honors each season. He also helped OL Alex Mack earn an all-rookie 
selection in 2009, as well as Pro Bowl berths in 2010 and 2013. 


Warhop spent four seasons with San Francisco from 2005-08, helping the 
offensive line pave the way for three consecutive 1,000-yard rushing seasons 
by RB Frank Gore, including a franchise-record 1,695 in 2006. Warhop joined the 
49ers after two seasons (2003-04) in Dallas, where he helped OL Flozell Adams 
and OL Larry Allen earn Pro Bowl berths each year.

Chris Polian, a veteran with 24 years of NFL scouting experience, is in his seventh 
season with the Jaguars and fifth season as the director of player personnel 
after having joined the Jaguars in 2013 as director of pro personnel.

The Jaguars never trailed in winning their season opener for the second straight 
year in a rainy 20-15 struggle at MetLife Stadium. K Josh Lambo opened the scor- 
ing with a 39-yard field goal on the Jaguars’ initial possession before the Giants 
answered with a 27-yard field goal which was set up by a CB Janoris Jenkins 
interception of QB Blake Bortles. Lambo added another 39-yard field goal in the 
second quarter, capping a 15-play drive, but RB Leonard Fournette suffered a 
hamstring injury on the previous play and he would not return to the game. On 
their next series the Jaguars took a 13-3 lead when Bortles threw a 1-yard scoring 
pass to RB T.J. Yeldon, but the Giants made it 13-6 on K Aldrick Rosas’ 31-yard 
field goal on the final play of the first half despite sacks by DE Lerentee McCray 
and DL Calais Campbell on the drive. At halftime New York had just 95 total yards 
including 11 rushing and 84 passing, but on their first possession of the second 
half Rosas’ 44-yard field goal made it a four-point game at 13-9. The Jaguars of- 
fense stalled in the second half as it was forced into six consecutive punts, while 
the defense gave up 229 yards but just six points. A fourth-down stop in the third 
quarter was followed in the fourth by LB Myles Jack’s touchdown on a 32-yard 
interception return, giving the Jaguars a 20-9 lead. But two plays later, RB Saquon 
Barkley - making his pro debut - raced 68 yards around end for his first NFL 
touchdown that got the Giants within five at 20-15 after his two-point conversion 
run failed. The Jacksonville defense made another fourth-down stop with 1:49 
remaining, and after being forced to punt the Jaguars sealed the win when LB 
Donald Payne recovered the muffed punt with 45 seconds left. Yeldon finished 
with 51 rushing yards and Bortles added a 41-yard run, while Barkley rushed for 
106 yards and WR Odell Beckham Jr. caught 11 passes for 111 yards for the Gi- 
ants. The Jaguars took an early division lead as the three other AFC South teams 
lost on kickoff weekend.

In the most anticipated regular season game in years, the Jaguars beat New En- 
gland, 31-20, in a dominating home opener played on a 97-degree day, earning 
their first 2-0 start since 2006. The Jaguars had never defeated the Patriots in 
seven regular season tries, but on this day Blake Bortles threw for 376 yards and 
four TDS to compensate for the absence of Leonard Fournette due to a hamstring 
injury. With touchdowns on three of their first four drives they built a 21-3 halftime 
lead that New England could not overcome despite getting within 11 points twice 
in the fourth quarter. Bortles threw scoring passes of 4 yards to Donte Moncrief, 
24 yards to Keelan Cole and 4 yards to Austin Seferian-Jenkins in the first half, at 
which time the Jaguars had 18 first downs, 264 total yards, and 200 passing yards. 
The Jaguars opened the second half with a Josh Lambo 28-yard field goal, capping 
a 15-play drive, and on their next possession a Patriots fumble recovery set up a 
7-yard touchdown pass from Tom Brady to Chris Hogan to make it 24-10. Stephen 
Gostkowski’'s 46-yard field goal at the beginning of the fourth quarter got the Pa- 
triots within 11 points at 24-13. The teams then exchanged turnovers, including a 
strip-sack by Dante Fowler Jr. on third down with the Patriots at the Jacksonville 
24-yard line. A 61-yard catch-and-run completion from Bortles to Dede Westbrook 
gave the Jaguars a 31-13 lead, but the Patriots responded with a 75-yard drive 
capped by Brady's second touchdown pass to Hogan for 29 yards which made it 
31-20 with 3:40 remaining. From there Jacksonville converted two third downs 
to run out the clock. Cole, who made a brilliant one-handed catch on the second 
scoring drive, finished with 7 receptions for 116 yards. T.J. Yeldon rushed for 58 
yards on 10 carries and Bortles had 35 yards on 6 runs as Jacksonville turned in 
480 total yards with 27 first downs and 10 of 14 on third down.

In their first division game of the season, the Jaguars struggled to score against a 
tough Tennessee defense, losing 9-6 in a game that featured five field goals and 12 
punts. The Titans finished with 233 total yards to the Jaguars’ 232, and each team 
managed 3.0 sacks. Tennessee got the early momentum when the Jaguars, on 
their second possession, attempted a fake punt and were stopped at their own 47. 
Nine plays later K Ryan Succop’s 39-yard field goal opened the scoring, but on that 
drive QB Blaine Gabbert suffered a concussion on a hit by DT Malik Jackson. QB 
Marcus Mariota, hampered by an elbow injury, replaced Gabbert for the remain- 
der of the game. The Jaguars put together an 11-play drive in the second quarter 
leading to K Josh Lambo’s 46-yard field goal, but the teams exchanged punts for 
most of the day. On the final play of the first half Succop attempted a 48-yard field 
goal which was wide and short, preserving a 3-3 halftime tie. Tennessee opened 
the third quarter with an efficient 9-play drive, capped by a 36-yard field goal to 
take a 6-3 lead, and on their first possession of the fourth quarter the Jaguars 
turned in their longest drive of the day - 13 plays and 68 yards - to set up Lam- 
bo's 36-yard field goal to knot the score once again at 6-6. Tennessee responded 
on the ensuing possession, marching 65 yards in 12 plays to the Jacksonville 
10 and kicking a 28-yard field goal with 4:05 remaining which would turn out to 
be the game-winner. Jacksonville was then forced into a 3-and-out, punting the 
ball back to Tennessee with 2:51 left, and the Titans ran off six plays and forced 
the Jaguars to use all three of their time outs before punting the ball back with 
19 seconds remaining. The Jaguars lost a fumble on the final play while trying 
several desperation laterals. Jacksonville reached Tennessee territory just twice, 
while the Titans had two red zone drives and kicked field goals on both. DL Calais 
Campbell had a sack of each quarterback and LB Telvin Smith Sr. added one. RB 
T.J. Yeldon led the Jaguars in rushing and receiving with 7 carries for 44 yards 
and 6 receptions for 46 as RB Leonard Fournette missed a second straight game.

Playing their third consecutive home game, the Jaguars started fast and 
dominated throughout in beating the New York Jets 31-12 to improve to 3-1. QB 
Blake Bortles threw for a career-high 388 yards and two touchdowns, completing 
29 of 38 including his first 11 attempts, while WR Dede Westbrook and WR Donte 
Moncrief each eclipsed 100 receiving yards with 9 receptions for 130 yards and 
5 for 109, respectively. In the end Jacksonville had 503 yards of total offense 
while holding the Jets to 178. Scoring on all four of their first half possessions, 
the Jaguars got field goals of 32, 22 and 54 yards from K Josh Lambo and a 
31-yard catch-and-run touchdown pass from Bortles to RB T.J. Yeldon to secure 
a 16-0 halftime lead. At that point the Jaguars had 270 yards to the Jets’ 86, 
and a possession advantage of 19:07 to 10:53. The Jacksonville defense, which 
turned in two sacks by DT Malik Jackson and DE Yannick Ngakoue in the first 
half, contributed the next points when DL Calais Campbell and DT Marcell Dareus 
tackled RB Isaiah Crowell in the end zone for a safety on the Jets’ first play 
of the third quarter after P Logan Cooke’s punt was downed at the New York 
2-yard line. Later in the quarter Bortles was intercepted by CB Darryl Roberts to 
set up K Jason Myers’ 27-yard field goal to get the Jets on the scoreboard, but 
Bortles responded three plays later with a 67-yard bomb to Moncrief to extend 
the Jacksonville lead to 25-3. In the fourth quarter New York scored twice early, 
on a 38-yard field goal and a 2-yard touchdown pass from QB Sam Darnold to WR 
Jordan Leggett. The Jets’ lone touchdown was set up by a Yeldon fumble which 
was returned 25 yards to the Jacksonville 5-yard line. On the Jaguars’ final series 
Yeldon scored on a 1-yard run, capping a 9-play, 65-yard drive to make it 33-12. 
RB Leonard Fournette made his first start since opening day before aggravating 
his hamstring injury in the first half.

Facing the AFC’s only undefeated team, the Jaguars committed five turnovers on 
offense and could not stop the Chiefs on defense, resulting in a lopsided 30-14 loss 
at Arrowhead Stadium. The Chiefs marched 73 yards in 10 plays to take an early 
lead on a 4-yard QB Patrick Mahomes scramble, marking the first time all season 
the Jaguars trailed by more than 3 points. Following a second Jaguars punt, Kan- 
sas City drove 82 yards in 14 plays and took a 10-0 lead on K Harrison Butker’s 
22-yard field goal. On their ensuing drive the Jaguars moved 72 yards in 13 plays 
but were stopped on fourth-and-1 at the Kansas City 3-yard line following two 
QB Blake Bortles incomplete passes. On the Chiefs’ next possession S Tashaun 
Gipson Sr. got an interception - the first of the season by Mahomes and the first 
for the Jaguars secondary- but on the ensuing play the Chiefs got the ball back on 
a strip-sack by LB Dee Ford. Following a Kansas City fleld goal the Jaguars turned 
the ball over on their very next play when Bortles’ screen pass to RB T.J. Yeldon 
was intercepted by DE Chris Jones and returned for a touchdown as the Chiefs 
scored 10 points in a span of seven seconds inside the final two minutes of the first 
half. Building on their 20-0 halftime lead, Butker added another field goal in the 
third quarter before Jacksonville finally scored on Bortles’ 14-yard pass to Yeldon. 
On the first play of the fourth quarter the Chiefs extended their advantage to 30-7 
when RB Kareem Hunt scored on a 40-yard run up the middle. The teams then 
exchanged interceptions before Bortles scored on a 21-yard scramble to make it 
30-14 with 5:46 remaining. The Jaguars’ final two possessions ended in a failed 
fourth-down conversion at the Kansas City 2-yard line and an interception into the 
end zone from the Chiefs’ 14. The Jaguars had five red zone possessions which 
resulted in one touchdown, two interceptions and two failed fourth downs. Kansas 
City, meanwhile, scored two touchdowns and two field goals on their four red zone 
drives. While Bortles had his first 400-yard passing game with 430 yards, he also 
threw four interceptions for the first time. Yeldon finished as the Jaguars’ leading 
rusher and receiver with 53 yards on 10 carries and 8 receptions for 69 yards.

The Jaguars fell to 3-3 with a one-sided 40-7 loss at Dallas in which the offense 
and the defense were dominated by the Cowboys all afternoon. Of the Jaguars’ 12 
possessions, eight lasted three plays or less including six punts and two turnovers 
that led to 10 Dallas points. While the Jaguars punted on their first four possessions, 
Dallas built a 24-0 halftime lead by scoring on all four of their first-half drives. At 
that point the Cowboys’ statistical advantage included 251 total yards to Jackson- 
ville’s 64, 101 rushing yards to 37, 150 passing yards to 27, 17 first downs to 3, 
and a possession time of 19:48 to 10:12. Jacksonville’s lone touchdown came in the 
third quarter on a beautiful 34-yard Blake Bortles pass to Dede Westbrook, but 
the next two drives resulted in turnovers on a Bortles interception and a Keelan 
Cole fumble. The 30-7 third-quarter score was extended to 40-7 in the fourth on 
Ezekiel Elliott’s 15-yard touchdown run and Brett Maher’s fourth field goal of the 
day as he was good from 50, 46, 32 and 55 yards. Elliott rushed for 106 yards and a 
touchdown, while Dak Prescott ran for one score and threw two touchdown passes 
to Cole Beasley, who had 9 catches for 101 yards. The Jaguars ran a total of eight 
plays in Dallas territory, failing to cross midfield on nine of 12 possessions. Dallas, 
meanwhile, had five red zone drives and scored on all five with four touchdowns and 
a field goal. The Jaguars loss left them in a three-way tie atop the AFC South along 
with Tennessee and Houston.

The Jaguars forced an Eagles turnover on the games’ opening series and scored 
on the ensuing possession, but they were unable to keep pace with the Eagles in 
falling 24-18 at Wembley Stadium for their fourth consecutive loss. Taking their 
first lead in four weeks, Jacksonville got a 50-yard field goal from K Josh Lambo 
and then the defense got its second takeaway on the second Philadelphia pos- 
session. After the teams traded second-quarter field goals, Jacksonville led 6-3 
but that would be its last lead of the day. The Eagles got their only turnover on 
a WR Keelan Cole fumble and converted it into a 44-yard scoring drive with QB

His first capped the opening drive, with 
Ebron and Andrew Luck connecting on a 53-yard catch-and-run touchdown pass. 
Jacksonville scored on its second possession, utilizing a 97-yard drive with Donte 
Moncrief scoring on an 80-yard Blake Bortles throw. Ebron’s 2-yard touchdown 
run on the following possession put the Colts back in front, 14-7, and his 12-yard 
scoring catch in the second quarter - set up by a 53-yard reception by Jordan 
Wilkins - made it 21-7. D.J. Chark returned the ensuing kickoff 47 yards to the 46 
to set up the Jaguars’ next drive, which covered the remaining 54 yards in 5 plays 
with Leonard Fournette scoring his first touchdown of the season on a 1-yard run. 
The PAT was blocked and the Colts’ successful return for 2 points was nullified 
by a block below the waist. The Colts immediately marched 75 yards in 10 plays 
with Luck hitting Mo Alie-Cox with a 1-yard touchdown pass, giving Indianapolis a 
29-13 lead after a successful 2-point conversion. Josh Lambo’s 28-yard field goal 
just before the half made it 29-16. Indianapolis was held scoreless in the second 
half as the Jaguars clawed back with two scores. On the opening series of the 
third quarter Jacksonville put together a 17-play drive, covering 75 yards and 
including a fake field goal on 4th-and-4 at the Colts’ 30 when Logan Cooke’s pass 
to James O’Shaughnessy extended the drive, which ended with Bortles’ 1-yard 
pass to Fournette. Telvin Smith intercepted Luck on the first play of the fourth 
quarter and the Jaguars were unable to capitalize, but on their next possession 
they got a 55-yard Lambo field goal to make it a 3-point game at 29-26 with 4:03 
remaining. A 52-yard Adam Vinatieri field goal try was off target and Jacksonville 
had the ball back with 2:53 left. They advanced to the Indianapolis 35, and on 3rd- 
and-1 Bortles completed a 10-yard pass to Rashad Greene, but Greene was hit and 
forced to fumble, which the Colts recovered to seal the win.

After building a 16-0 lead, the Jaguars allowed 20 points by Pittsburgh in the 
final 16:17 including the game-winning touchdown with five seconds remaining 
to fall at home, 20-16. Three second-quarter field goals by K Josh Lambo gave 
Jacksonville a 9-0 lead, with a CB Jalen Ramsey interception at the Pittsburgh 
47 setting up the third field goal. Two series later S Barry Church intercepted 
QB Ben Roethlisberger but the Jaguars were unable to capitalize. In the third 
period a LB Myles Jack interception was nullified by a penalty, but later in the 
drive Ramsey got his second pick of the day in the end zone. The ensuing Jaguars 
drive covered 80 yards in 10 plays with RB Leonard Fournette scoring on a 1-yard 
dive to make it 16-0 with 2:09 left in the third quarter. After being shut out for 
more than 42 minutes, Pittsburgh answered two plays later when Roethlisberger 
hit WR Antonio Brown with a 78-yard bomb. Trailing by 10, the Steelers went 
for a two-point conversion which failed. In the fourth quarter Jacksonville had 
four straight 3-and-out possessions that netted -3 yards. The Steelers clinched 
the game on their final two possessions in the final 2:28. First came an 11-yard 
touchdown pass to TE Vance McDonald which made it a three-point game at 16-13, 
Jacksonville. After forcing a fourth consecutive 3-and-out and punt, the Steelers 
took possession with 1:42 remaining and methodically marched 68 yards in 7 
plays. That drive included an interception by CB D.J. Hayden in the end zone that 
would have sealed a Jaguars win, but Hayden was called for a penalty and a 
second turnover was nullified. Roethlisberger capped the drive on the next play 
with a 1-yard diving run with 5 seconds left. The Jaguars’ final play resulted in a 
sack and lost fumble. The Jaguars finished with 179 rushing yards after rushing 
for 141 in the first half, while Pittsburgh ran for just 26 yards but threw for 297. 
In the first half the Jaguars had a possession time advantage of 22:15 to 7:45, 
but in the second half they managed just 74 total yards and 38 rushing yards 
while punting five times. Fournette had a season-high 95 rushing yards and 2 
receptions for 46 yards. WR Juju Smith-Schuster finished with a game-high 104 
receiving yards on 8 catches, including 6 for 88 yards on the Steelers’ final three 
possessions.

Battling back from a 14-0 first-quarter deficit, the Jaguars scored on two RB Leon- 
ard Fournette runs to tie the score at 14-14 in the second period before turnovers 
and penalties gave them too much to overcome despite rushing for 226 yards. The 
Jaguars’ second touchdown drive was followed by two interceptions, a missed 
field goal and four punts before a last-minute touchdown got them within three 
points at the end. The game turned in the third quarter after each team had begun 
the second half with two punts. The Jaguars started a drive at the Buffalo 47 
and were helped by a defensive holding penalty on 3rd-and-10 which negated a 
sack and extended the drive, and four plays later QB Blake Bortles hit WR Donte 
Moncrief with a 30-yard pass that was ruled a touchdown. A fight ensued, with 
Fournette and DE Shaq Lawson being ejected, and replay review ruled the play 
down at the Buffalo 1-yard line. From there the Jaguars went backwards: a 1-yard 
loss, a false start penalty, a touchdown nullified by a holding penalty, a one-yard 
gain, an 8-yard sack, and then K Josh Lambo missing a 42-yard field goal attempt. 
On the Bills’ ensuing possession, they were aided by two 15-yard penalties on the 
Jaguars defense which moved the Bills to the Jacksonville 14, from where QB 
Josh Allen ran 14 yards for a touchdown and a 21-14 lead. With 5:07 remaining in 
the fourth quarter Bortles was intercepted by CB Jordan Poyer at the Jacksonville 
18, and six plays later K Stephen Hauschka’s 22-yard field goal made it 24-14 with 
3:06 left and the Jaguars out of time outs. Bortles then directed an 8-play, 70-yard 
drive capped by a 13-yard scoring pass to WR Dede Westbrook, making it 24-21 
with 1:20 remaining, but Buffalo recovered the onside kick to seal the win. Before 
being ejected with 2:49 left in the third quarter Fournette had run for 95 yards and 
two touchdowns and caught 3 passes, while Westbrook caught 3 passes for 44 
yards and had a 43-yard run. Allen led all rushers with 99 yards and a touchdown 
on 13 carries while completing 8 of 19 passes for just 160 yards. The loss dropped 
the Jaguars to 3-8, assuring them of a non-winning season.

Led by a dominant performance by RB Derrick Henry, The Titans scored early and 
often to build a 30-2 third-quarter lead before winning 30-9 in a Thursday night 
matchup. Henry finished the game with a franchise-record 238 rushing yards and 
four TDs on 17 carries, a 14.0-yard average, as Tennessee turned in 426 yards of 
offense. The Titans, who had two one-play scoring drives on Henry runs of 99 and 
54 yards, set the tone from the start, marching 73 yards in 10 plays on the opening 
drive with Henry scoring on a 3-yard run. The next Tennessee possession ended 
after 7 plays when GB Marcus Mariota was intercepted by S Ronnie Harrison at 
the Jacksonville 26. The Jaguars were forced to punt three plays later, and WR 
Cameron Batson muffed the punt before being trapped in the end zone for a safety 
to get Jacksonville on the scoreboard at 7-2. The game's turning point came after 
the Jaguars’ ensuing possession, which bogged down with a failed fourth down at 
the Tennessee one-yard line following a first-and-goal at the three. Henry made 
the Jaguars pay on the very next play when he broke tackles and stiff-armed his 
way 99 yards for a touchdown, joining RB Tony Dorsett as the only players in NFL 
history with a 99-yard run. A K Ryan Succop 33-yard field goal closed out the first 
half, with Tennessee leading 16-2 and owning a total yardage advantage of 243 
yards to 98. In the second half Henry scored twice more on the Titans’ first two 
possessions, marking three straight scoring drives, with a 16-yard run capping a 
64-yard drive and a 54-yarder following a QB Cody Kessler fumble. The 16-yard 
scoring run followed a third-and-11 conversion to the Jacksonville 17, while the 
54-yarder was on first down from the Titans’ 46. Jacksonville finally drove 67 
yards in 11 plays to score its lone touchdown late in the third quarter on a 7-yard 
Kessler pass to WR Dede Westbrook. The Jaguars’ final two possession ended 
with failed fourth downs.

The Jaguars’ first and last possessions ended in turnovers and Washington 
capitalized on the latter, marching 36 yards to the game-winning field goal as 
time expired for a 16-13 win. Jacksonville got all of its points from special teams, 
with newly-signed K Kai Forbath kicking field goals of 33 and 41 yards and WR 
Dede Westbrook returning a punt 74 yards for a touchdown in the closing second 
of the first half. The Redskins opened the scoring on their second drive with a 46- 
yard field goal. Jacksonville's initial points were set up when DE Lerentee McCray 
tipped a Redskins punt and the Jaguars took over at the Washington 46, and 10 
plays later Forbath’s 31-yard field goal made it 3-3 in the second quarter. On the 
Jaguars’ next possession P Logan Cooke boomed a 63-yard punt that was muffed 
and recovered by the Redskins at their own 18. Three plays later Washington was 
forced to punt, and Westbrook gathered the ball and found the right sideline to 
score untouched from 74 yards to give Jacksonville a 10-3 lead with four seconds 
left in the half. Washington opened the second half with its best drive of the day, 
using 16 plays to cover 60 yards in 7:28, making it 10-6 on K Dustin Hopkins’ 
33-yard field goal. Forbath's 41-yarder on the seventh play of the fourth quarter 
gave the Jaguars a 13-6 lead, but Washington responded on the ensuing 68-yard 
series with a 6-yard QB Josh Johnson touchdown pass to TE Jeremy Sprinkle to 
knot the score at 13-13 with 5:47 remaining. The Jaguars then gained 40 yards 
on four runs to the Washington 45, but QB Cody Kessler’s third-and-16 pass was 
tipped by Westbrook and intercepted by CB Fabian Moreau and returned to the 
Washington 45 with 2:31 left. RB Adrian Peterson then ran five times for 31 yards 
to the Jacksonville 17, from where Hopkins kicked the 36-yard game-winner as 
time expired. Kessler led the Jaguars’ 172-yard rushing attack with 68 yards, 
but he was sacked six times and lost a fumble and an interception. With 57 gross 
passing yards and 37 yards in sacks, the Jaguars finished with just 20 net passing 
yards. The Redskins kept their playoff hopes alive, while Jacksonville fell to 4-10.

In just their third regular season appearance in Miami, the Jaguars overcame six 
sacks, a juggling of the offensive line and a QB change to claim a 17-7 win with a 
late defensive touchdown by LB Telvin Smith Sr. Though both teams ended the day 
with 10 penalties for nearly 100 yards, both also scored a touchdown on their first 
possession and used up most of the first quarter doing so. Miami took the opening 
drive 78 yards with RB Brandon Bolden scoring on a 4-yard shovel pass from QB 
Ryan Tannehill. Jacksonville responded, marching 75 yards in 13 plays and using 
7:20 to even the score on RB Leonard Fournette’s 1-yard run. In the second quarter 
QB Cody Kessler lost the ball on a sack and Miami took over at the Jacksonville 
33, but the Jaguars defense held to force a 47-yard field goal attempt which was 
wide right. On the Dolphins’ next possession they were again forced to punt, and 
WR Dede Westbrook returned the kick 44 yard to the Miami 38 with 4 seconds 
remaining in the half. That set up a 56-yard field goal try by K Kai Forbath on the 
final play, but the kick failed and the 7-7 halftime score stood. The Jaguars got 
another golden opportunity on the first Miami possession of the third quarter when 
DL Calais Campbell broke into the backfield and forced and recovered a fumble at 
the Miami 17. But the offense went backwards from there - with a penalty, a loss 
of 8, another penalty and a sack for 8 yards on 3rd-and-38 to set up a 4th-and-46 
from the Jacksonville 47-yard line - and the Jaguars were forced to punt despite the 
red zone opportunity. More punts by both teams ensued, but in the final minute of 
the third quarter the Jaguars began a drive at their own 41 with QB Blake Bortles 
entering the game to replace Kessler. Bortles ran for 13 and 14 yards and completed 
two passes to advance to the Miami 8, from where Forbath kicked a 26-yard field 
goal for a 10-7 lead. Three plays later, from the Miami 32, Tannehill was intercepted 
by Smith at the Dolphins’ 33 and Smith’s return-TD made it a 17-7 game with 9:34 
remaining. The Jacksonville defense held one more time, forcing a punt after 6 plays 
when DT Malik Jackson sacked Tannehill on 3rd-and-14. With just 5:14 remaining 
in the fourth quarter Bortles put together a 10-play, 60-yard drive to run out the 
clock and preserve the win.

With the Texans playing to claim the AFC South title, the Jaguars struggled 
offensively and lost two turnovers in closing out their 5-11 season with a 20-3 
loss in Houston. With punts on nine of its 12 possessions, Jacksonville managed 
just 119 total yards of offense with 30 rushing and 89 passing, while Houston 
gained 342 yards. The Jaguars took an early 3-0 lead on their second possession 
following a Texans muffed punt which was recovered by LB Blair Brown at the 
Houston 10. But Houston answered on its next series with a 23-yard field goal 
capping a 10-play, 69-yard drive which included a goal line stop by the Jaguars 
after first-and-goal at the 5. The Texans added two touchdowns in the second 
quarter, with QB Deshaun Watson running in from 5 yards on the first play of 
the period and RB Lamar Miller scoring on a 7-yard run with 3:01 left in the half, 
giving Houston a 17-3 halftime lead. At that point Jacksonville had just one first 
down to Houston's 12, and 37 total yards to the Texans’ 156. Following a scoreless 
third quarter the Texans tacked on a 23-yard field goal to make it 20-3. QB Blake 
Bortles’ final pass was intercepted in the end zone and Houston then ran off 14 
plays to end the game. One bright spot for the Jaguars was their pass rush, which 
managed to sack Watson six times - 1.5 each by DL Calais Campbell, DE Yannick 
Ngakoue and DT Malik Jackson, and a half sack by LB Myles Jack. For the second 
straight season Campbell and Ngakoue were the team’s top two sack leaders as 
Campbell finished with 10.5 and Ngakoue had 9.5.

HISTORY 
















Tony Boselli, the Jacksonville Jaguars’ first-ever college draft choice, was the first member of the Jaguars fran- 
chise to be honored in The Pride of the Jaguars on Oct. 8, 2006. Boselli was the second overall selection in the 1995 
draft following an All-American career at Southern California. He started a then-team-record 90 of the 91 Jaguars 
games in which he played from 1995-2001 and was named to the Pro Bowl five times. He was voted No. 1 on the 
Jaguars All-25. Widely considered the best offensive tackle in the game, Boselli allowed only 15.5 sacks in seven 
seasons and was named to the second team on the NFL All-Decade Team for the 1990s. 


“Tony Boselli was the original Jaguar, and we are excited to recognize him,” said Jaguars then-owner Wayne 


Weaver. “We are proud of Tony's contributions on the field for this organization, and we're proud of his contribu- 
tions off the field for this community. We welcome the opportunity to have Jaguars fans thank Tony for what he has 


meant to Jacksonville and the Jaguars.” 4

_ | Jaguars was transferred to Shad Khan, ending their tenure that began when the franchise was awarded on Nov. 
} 30, 1993. 


During the 17 seasons of the Weavers’ ownership, the Jaguars were 138-134 in the regular season and 142-140 
including postseason contests with six playoff berths and two division titles. The Weavers were on hand for every 
game during that span - 352 total including 69 preseason, 272 regular season and 11 postseason games. In 
addition, 20 Jaguars players were named to the Pro Bowl during their tenure as owners. 


From 1995-2011, the Weavers, through the Weaver Family Foundation, contributed more than $22.6 million to 
Jacksonville organizations. The Jaguars Foundation also awarded more than $14.8 million in grants to area 
nonprofit agencies during that time. Wayne Weaver served on four NFL committees: Business Ventures, Investment, 
Finance and Compensation. Delores Weaver also served on two committees: NFL Charities and NFL Giving. 


FRED TAYLOR (1998-08) 


Fred Taylor became the fourth inductee into the Pride of the Jaguars on Sept. 30, 2012. Taylor, who started 136 of j = ‘ 
140 games, is one of five players along with Brad Meester, Marcedes Lewis, Jimmy Smith and Josh Scobee to play P 
for 11 or more seasons with the Jaguars. 





Taylor ranks fourth in franchise history in scoring with 424 points (70 TDs, two 2-point conversions) and broke 
the rookie scoring record with 102 points (17 TDs) during the 1998 season. He is one of just two Jaguars rookies 
(Leonard Fournette) to rush for 1,000 yards (1,223). His 17 TDs (14 rushing and three receiving) as a rookie still sit 
atop the Jaguars single-season TD list. Taylor, the Jaguars career-rushing leader with 11,271 yards, leads second- 
ranked Maurice Jones-Drew (8,071 career rushing yards) by 3,200 yards. While Taylor ranks among the best in 
nearly every Jaguars rushing statistic, he also sits at fifth in career receptions (286) and sixth in receiving yards 
(2,361). He was voted No. 2 on the Jaguars All-25. 


Jaguars Owner Shad Khan acknowledged Taylor's place among elite company, stating, “Fred has earned his place 
in the Pride of the Jaguars, both with his record-setting performances on the field as well as with his involvement 
in the Jacksonville community throughout his career.” 


MARK BRUNELL (1995-2003) 


- Former QB Mark Brunell became the fifth member inducted into the Pride of the Jaguars on Dec. 15, 2013. Owner of 

id gam . nearly every Jaguars passing record, Brunell is one of 14 players in Jaguars history to play nine seasons or more. 

2 He started 117 of his 120 games played and completed 2,184 of 3,416 passes for 25,698 yards with 144 touchdowns 

and 86 interceptions - all still ranking as Jaguars career records. Brunell’s 4,367 passing yards in 1996 led the NFL, 

he was voted to the AFC Pro Bowl squad three times and was named the game’s MVP in 1997. He was voted No. 5 

on the Jaguars All-25. Brunell was the Jaguars’ starting QB from 1995 through 2003, posting a winning record as 
a starter and leading the team to four playoff berths, eight postseason games and two AFC Championship games. 


“Mark Brunell epitomized the Jaguars in their early years, and he was one of the main reasons for their success 
during that time,” Jaguars Owner Shad Khan said. “|! personally recall how the Jaguars captured the imagination of 
NFL fans throughout the nation in those days and Mark Brunell was always in the highlights. Now that | have been 
here, | have gotten to see that this great quarterback is also a great person. Mark is a big part of the Jaguars family 
and the Jacksonville community, and it gives me great pride to join our fans in recognizing Mark and honoring him 
for his contributions to Jaguars history.” 








JIMMY SMITH (1995-05) 


WR Jimmy Smith was inducted to the Pride of the Jaguars on Dec. 11, 2016, becoming its sixth member. A five-time 
Pro Bowl selection, Smith was a key to the Jaguars’ early success when the team earned four straight playoff 
appearances from 1996-99 and played in eight postseason games, including two AFC Championship appearances. 
He was the Jaguars’ leading receiver seven times and was voted to the Pro Bowl five consecutive years from 1997- | 
2001. He was voted No. 3 on the Jaguars All-25. 


“There is no question that Jimmy Smith was one of the best players to ever wear a Jaguars uniform,” Jaguars 
Owner Shad Khan said. “His contributions in the early years were critical to the success the Jaguars enjoyed during 
that time. The fact that most of his records have stood for 10 years without being surpassed underscores what a 
great player he was. | am very happy that we will appropriately honor him.”

The Jaguars returned to the site of their historic playoff upset over Denver a year earlier, but 
the outcome was not to be the same. The Broncos took a 21-0 lead early in the second quarter; 
however, the Jaguars closed the gap to 21-17 in the third quarter with a blocked punt returned 
for a touchdown and looked to make a rally. On the next series the defense forced a fumble, but 
the Jaguars could not capitalize as a fumbled snap at the Denver 16-yard line ended the 
Jaguars’ momentum. The Broncos rolled up 511 yards on offense, 310 of them on the ground, 
and scored five rushing touchdowns in the game. The Jaguars held the ball for just 19:01, their 
lowest time of possession ever.

Derrick Mason returned the ball 80 yards for a touchdown. The Jaguars could not recover, as 
they had three turnovers in the last 16 minutes of the game. Tennessee scored once in the fourth 
quarter for the 33-14 final score.

The Jaguars returned to the postseason for the first time since 1999 but saw their season end 
at New England with a 28-3 loss to the Patriots. The first quarter ended scoreless as both teams 
punted on their first two possessions.

Playing in their first postseason game since the 2007 season - and their first at home since 
the 1999 season - the Jaguars won a gritty AFC Wild Card playoff game on the strength of 
their stingy defense. In a game that featured 17 punts, field position was key. The first three 
possessions by each team ended with a punt before the Jaguars got the first turnover of the 
day on CB Aaron Colvin’s interception of QB Tyrod Taylor at the Buffalo 35 early in the second 
quarter. Unable to capitalize, Jacksonville punted again and Buffalo then put together its longest 
drive of the day, covering 71 yards in 18 plays and eating up 8:06 with K Stephen Hauschka’s 31- 
yard field goal giving the Bills a 3-0 lead. On that drive the Bills had a 4th-and-1 from the 3-yard 
line but a neutral zone infraction gave them 1st-and-goal at the one. The Jacksonville defense, 
with the help of an offensive pass interference penalty, backed the Bills up to the 13 to force the 
field goal. The Jaguars’ last possession of the quarter covered 27 yards in 6 plays with K Josh 
Lambo kicking a 44-yard field goal to tie it at the half. The Jaguars’ best drive of the day came in 
the 3rd quarter when they methodically marched 86 yards in 15 plays - 12 runs and 3 passes - 
and used up 8:52, with QB Blake Bortles throwing a 1-yard touchdown pass to the back of the end 
zone to TE Ben Koyack on 4th-and-goal.

The Jaguars advanced to the AFC Championship game with a thrilling 45-42 win in Pittsburgh 
after storming out to an early 21-0 lead. In a game which saw Jacksonville lead by 14 points 
five times, the Steelers kept coming back as QB Ben Roethlisberger threw for 469 yards and five 
touchdowns, including 311 yards and 3 TDs in the second half. The Jaguars converted a 4th- 
and-1 to cap their first drive with a touchdown, a 1-yard run by RB Leonard Fournette, before ex- 
tending the lead to 14-0 on Fournette’s 17-yard run. The Steelers went for it on 4th-and-1 on their 
ensuing drive and were stopped at the Jacksonville 25. The Jaguars then marched 75 yards in 
11 plays with RB T.J. Yeldon giving them a 21-0 lead on a 4-yard run. LB Telvin Smith scored the 
Jaguars’ next points, running 50 yards with a fumble forced when DE Yannick Ngakoue sacked 
Roethlisberger. Roethlisberger’s touchdown passes of 23 yards to WR Antonio Brown and 36 
yards to WR Martavis Bryant made it 28-14 at the half. The Steelers got within 7 on their initial 
drive of the third quarter, marching 77 yards in 10 plays with RB Le’Veon Bell catching a 19-yard 
scoring pass. In the fourth quarter Fournette’s 3-yard touchdown run made it a 14-point game 
again at 35-21, but Pittsburgh responded with touchdowns on its final three possessions. They 
trailed by 7 at 42-35 with 2:18 remaining, but the Jaguars then recovered the onside kick to set 
up K Josh Lambo’s 45-yard field goal which made it 45-35 with 1:45 left. Pittsburgh then drove 
75 yards in 10 plays and scored on the game's final play.

The Jaguars led for most of the game including a 10-point lead in the fourth quarter, but two 
touchdown passes from QB Tom Brady to WR Danny Amendola in the final nine minutes gave 
the Patriots their third Super Bowl berth in four years. New England scored on its opening 
series with K Stephen Gostkowski’s 31-yard field goal capping a 10-play drive. After punting on 
their initial series, the Jaguars put together back-to-back long touchdown drives, marching 76 
yards in 7 plays and 77 in 10 to go up 14-3 on a QB Blake Bortles to TE Marcedes Lewis 4-yard 
pass and a RB Leonard Fournette 4-yard run. Near the end of the half the Patriots drove 85 
yards in 6 plays to make it 14-10 on RB James White’s 1-yard touchdown run. The Jaguars got 
the ball to start the second half and they extended their lead to 17-10 with K Josh Lambo’s 54- 
yard field goal capping a 9-play drive. They added to the lead at 20-10 with another Lambo field 
goal - this time from 43 yards - at the start of the fourth quarter. Brady converted a 3rd-and-18 
pass to Amendola and the duo then combined for a 14-yard completion to set up Amendola’s 
9-yard touchdown catch at the back of the end zone. Brady and Amendola teamed up again on 
a 4-yard touchdown pass with 2:48 left. The Jaguars’ final drive ended with a failed 4th-and-15 
at the New England 43, and New England then got one first down and ran out the clock. Myles 
Jack wasn't down.

The Jaguars have played at TIAA Bank Field, previously known as EverBank Field 
(2010-17), Jacksonville Municipal Stadium (1995-96, 2007-09) and Alltel Stadium 
(1997-2006), since the franchise's inaugural season in 1995. The stadium originally 
opened with a seating capacity of 73,000, which later expanded to 76,867. Since 
2014, the Jaguars removed more than 12,000 seats as part of renovations to install 
a pool deck, end zone cabanas and upgraded club suites, reducing the stadium 
capacity for NFL games to 64,341. The largest crowd ever at TIAA Bank Field was 
85,413 for an NCAA football game between Florida State and Alabama on Sept. 29, 
2007. The current capacity for Jaguars games is 67,862.

+ The Jaguars will host the Kansas City Chiefs in Week 1, marking the 14th 
time in franchise history the team will open the season at home and the first 
time since Doug Marrone was named the team’s head coach in January 2017. 
Jacksonville is 13-11 all-time in season openers, including a 7-6 record at home.

+ For the second year in a row, the Jaguars will host the NFL's reigning MVP in 
their home opener - Tom Brady in 2018 and Patrick Mahomes in 2019. In 2018, 
the Jaguars defeated the Patriots, 31-20, in Week 2. The Jaguars are 6-6 in 12 
regular season games against the Chiefs, including 4-2 at home. 


+ The Jaguars host the Titans for Thursday Night Football in Week 3 on Sept. 19 
in the team’s first divisional game of the year. The matchup marks the fifth time in 
the last six seasons in which the AFC South rivals will compete on Thursday Night 
Football, with the Jaguars holding a 2-0 record in such games at TIAA Bank Field. 
Overall, Jacksonville has won three of their last five games played on Thursday 
night, including four consecutive appearances at home. 


+ The Jaguars will play four games in September this season, including two games 
on the road. In Week 1, the Jaguars host the Chiefs, followed by a trip to AFC South 
rival Houston in Week 2. In Week 3, the Jaguars play the Titans on Thursday Night 
Football (NFL Network) before traveling to Denver the following week for a Week 
4 matchup against the Broncos. During Head Coach Doug Marrone’s two-year 
tenure at the helm of the Jaguars, Jacksonville is 5-2 in the month of September, 
including 2-0 on the road. 


+ The Jaguars will travel 11,229 miles during the 2019 regular season, including 
eight away games and one home game at London’s Wembley Stadium. 


+ Five of the Jaguars’ eight home games this season are against teams that 
qualified for last year’s postseason. Jacksonville’s home slate features three 
ames against teams who won their respective division, including Kansas City 
Week 1), New Orleans (Week 6) and Houston (London in Week 9). 


+ Jacksonville's game against Tampa Bay in Week 13 marks the Jaguars’ 15th 
regular season intrastate game in franchise history. Jacksonville is 8-6 in games 
against Miami and Tampa Bay through their first 24 seasons, including a 17-7 road 
victory against the Dolphins last season. 








JAGUARS BY PRIME TIME 


Jacksonville has played in 37 nationally-televised prime-time games in the fran- 





chise’s 24-season history, posting a 17-20 (.459) record in prime-time contests. 


In prime-time matchups, the Jaguars have gone 15-12 (.556) at home and 2-8 (.200) 
on the road. Jacksonville has played eight of its last 11 and 16 of its last 20 prime- 
time contests at TIAA Bank Field. 


The Jaguars own an 8-7 (.533) record on Monday Night Football, a 5-6 (.455) record 
on Sunday Night Football and a 4-7 (.364) record on Thursday Night Football.

Sept. 22, 1996 — at New England 28, Jacksonville 25 

After spotting New England a 22-0 lead, the Jaguars rallied in the second half, scor- 
ing three touchdowns on 51-, 41- and 61-yard completions from QB Mark Brunell 
and a K Mike Hollis field goal, to tie the score at 25-25. The Patriots had the only 
possession in overtime and won on a 40-yard field goal by K Adam Vinatieri. 


Nov. 24, 1996 — Jacksonville 28, at Baltimore 25 

The Ravens led 25-10 going into the fourth quarter. After a touchdown pass from 
QB Mark Brunell to TE Pete Mitchell, the defense recovered a fumble at the 
Ravens’ 19-yard line. Brunell found WR Willie Jackson six plays later, and Brunell 
ran in for the two-point conversion to tie the game at 25-25 with 1:24 remaining. 
The Jaguars won the toss, but were forced to punt. The Ravens fumbled, and 
Jacksonville drove down the field, with K Mike Hollis winning the game with a 
34-yard field goal. 


Oct. 26, 1997 — at Pittsburgh 23, Jacksonville 17 

The Jaguars took a 10-0 lead into the second half, but Pittsburgh came back to take 
a 14-10 fourth-quarter lead. After a QB Mark Brunell TD pass to TE Pete Mitchell, 
the Jaguars took a 17-14 lead. The Steelers scored on a 19-yard field goal at the 
end of the fourth quarter to tie the game 17-17. The Steelers won the toss and 
scored on a 17-yard shovel pass from QB Kordell Stewart to RB Jerome Bettis. 


Oct. 29, 2000 — Jacksonville 23, at Dallas 17 

The Jaguars ended a five-game losing streak with a 23-17 overtime road victory 
over the Cowboys, with WR Alvis Whitted scoring on a 37-yard pass from QB Mark 
Brunell on the first series of overtime for his second touchdown of the game. 
Brunell threw for three TDs and tied a team record for passing accuracy, as he 
completed 20 of 24 passes. TE Kyle Brady caught 10 of those passes for 134 yards, 
as he eclipsed the 100-yard mark for the second straight week. 


Nov. 14, 2004 — at Jacksonville 23, Detroit 17 

The Jaguars continued their dramatic play with a 23-17 overtime win over the 
Detroit Lions at ALLTEL Stadium. QB David Garrard started his first game since 
2002 in place of injured QB Byron Leftwich and led the team with 198 yards passing 
and two touchdowns. WR Jimmy Smith caught the game-winning 36-yard touch- 
down pass from Garrard in overtime. The Lions erased a 17-3 fourth-quarter lead 
with two WR Eddie Drummond touchdown returns. 


Sept. 25, 2005 — Jacksonville 26, at New York Jets 20 
The Jaguars defeated the New York Jets 26-20 on a game-winning 36-yard touch- 
down pass from QB Byron Leftwich to WR Jimmy Smith at the Meadowlands. Both 
teams began the overtime with interceptions and after forcing the Jets to punt on 
their third drive, Leftwich threw 36 yards for the game-winner. 


Oct. 16, 2005 — Jacksonville 23, at Pittsburgh 17 

The Jaguars defeated the Steelers 23-17 in Pittsburgh on a dramatic 41-yard inter- 
ception return for a touchdown by CB Rashean Mathis in overtime. The Steelers 
won the toss and WR Quincy Morgan returned the kickoff 74 yards. On third down 
QB Tommy Maddox fumbled the snap and DE Reggie Hayward recovered the ball. 
The Jaguars stalled on offense and P Chris Hanson recorded his team record-tying 
ninth punt of the game. Two plays later Mathis ended the game with his intercep- 
tion. 


Oct. 1, 2006 — at Washington 36, Jacksonville 30 

Jacksonville erased a 10-point deficit in the fourth quarter to force overtime, but 
Washington scored on the opening possession of the extra period on a 68-yard 
touchdown reception by WR Santana Moss from QB Mark Brunell to claim a 36-30 
win at FedExField. 


Sept. 28, 2008 — at Jacksonville 30, Houston 27 

The Jaguars and Texans both scored 10 points in the fourth quarter to force 
overtime, but the Jaguars won the toss and QB David Garrard drove the Jaguars 
51 yards in six plays and K Josh Scobee connected on a 37-yard field goal for the 
game winner. 


Oct. 18, 2009 — at Jacksonville 23, St. Louis 20 

The Jaguars won the toss in overtime and never gave the football up in a 23-20 vic- 
tory over the Rams. Starting from the 20-yard line, QB David Garrard engineered 
a 13 play, 62-yard drive, which included a mixture of passes and runs to set up the 
36-yard game-winning field goal by K Josh Scobee. 


Dec. 26, 2010 — Washington 20, at Jacksonville 17 

The Jaguars got the ball first, but they began at their own 11 following a miscue 
on the kickoff return. On third down QB David Garrard's pass was intercepted by 
CB Kevin Barnes at Jacksonville's 22, and three plays later K Graham Gano hit the 
game-winner from 31 yards.

Sept. 9, 2012 — at Minnesota 26, Jacksonville 23 

After the Jaguars took a 23-20 lead with 20 seconds left, Minnesota took advantage 
of a short kickoff to start at its 31-yard line with 14 seconds remaining. QB Christian 
Ponder completed passes for 26 and 6 yards to reach the Jacksonville 37, from 
where K Blair Walsh booted a 55-yard field goal to tie it at 23-23 as time expired 
in regulation. In overtime the Vikings used eight plays to go 55 yards, setting up 
Walsh's fourth field goal from 38 yards. The Vikings defense then held as the 
Jaguars failed to convert a first down. 


Oct. 21, 2012 — at Oakland 26, Jacksonville 23 

For the second time in six games the Jaguars suffered a heart-breaking overtime 
loss on the road. In overtime, the Jaguars had the first possession, and on third 
down QB Chad Henne completed a pass to WR Cecil Shorts who fumbled and the 
Raiders recovered at the Jacksonville 21. From there, K Sebastian Janikowski 
kicked a 40-yard field goal to win the game. 


Nov. 18, 2012 — at Houston 43, Jacksonville 37 

In overtime, Houston won the coin toss and took 14 plays to set up K Shayne 
Graham’s third field goal, from 25 yards. The Jaguars responded with an 11-play, 
53-yard drive capped by K Josh Scobee’s third field goal that followed a 4th-and-10 
conversion and a 28-yard run by RB Jalen Parmele to the Houston six. With the 
score tied at 37-37 CB Derek Cox intercepted QB Matt Schaub on the next series to 
set the Jaguars up at the Houston 47, but this time the Jaguars’ 4th-and-10 conver- 
sion failed. Two plays later Schaub hit WR Andre Johnson with a short pass that he 
took 48 yards for the game-winner 12:59 into the overtime period. 


Oct. 4, 2015 — at Indianapolis 16, Jacksonville 13 

The Jaguars took a 13-10 lead into the second half, but Indianapolis scored a 
32-yard field goal during the third quarter to tie the game 13-13. After a punt by 
both teams in overtime, the Jaguars drove to the Colts’ 30-yard line, but K Jason 
Myers missed a 48-yard FG try on fourth-and-eight with 8:18 remaining in the first 
overtime period. Six plays later, K Adam Vinatieri kicked the game-winning 27-yard 
FG to seal the 16-13 victory. 


Oct. 1, 2017 — at New York Jets 23, Jacksonville 20 

The Jaguars lost in overtime on the road against the New York Jets. In overtime, 
both tems punted on their first two possessions. The Jaguars’ third series began at 
their own 3 after a 70-yard punt and a penalty, and when they were forced to punt 
the ball back to New York, the Jets got possession at the Jaguars 25-yard line fol- 
lowing another penalty. From there it took just four plays for K Chandler Catanzaro 
to kick a 41-yard game-winner with 32 seconds left in overtime. 


Nov. 12, 2017 — at Jacksonville 20, Los Angeles Chargers 17 

The Jaguars defeated the Los Angeles Chargers 20-17 on a game-winning 30-yard 
field goal by K Josh Lambo at TIAA Bank Field. The Jagurs got first possession 
but were forced to punt. Taking over at their own 10, the Chargers ran two plays 
before QB Philip Rivers was intercepted by CB A.J. Bouye, who returned the pick 
51 yards to the Los Angeles 2. A taunting penalty backed them up to the 17, from 
where Lambo kicked the game-winner.

Flex Field, which opened in July 2017 and has become an integral part of the 
Jaguars’ ongoing training regimen. The flex field features a regulation size 
football field with over 20 feet of auxiliary space around the artificial playing 
surface. At its highest point along the 50-yard-line, the roof rises nearly 80 
feet. Flanked on the north and south side by massive airplane hangar doors, 
the facility can be used independently or opened up to the amphitheater. 
When the doors are closed to the flex field, the space is climate-controlled. 
Since 2017, Daily's Place has also welcomed an additional 115,000 guests for 
non-musical events in the amphitheater and flex field, such as Florida-Georgia 
and TaxSlayer Gator Bowl festivities and Jaguars games.

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THE ROAR, the Jacksonville Jaguars cheerleaders, are an integral part of the Jaguars 
entertainment package during all home games. Under the direction of Christy 
Stechman Zynda, these NFL cheerleaders captivate fans with their high-energy 
dance routines. When not on the playing field, they serve as goodwill ambassadors 
for the Jaguars and the NFL by participating in community, corporate and charitable 
events throughout Jacksonville and the surrounding areas. Members of THE ROAR 
have been featured in the Sports Illustrated Swimsuit Edition and in Maxim, and they 
have been featured in hundreds of television, radio, print and online interviews. All 
of this is in addition to the hours of rehearsal preparing for game performances and 
THE Jr. ROAR Cheerleader program and halftime show. 


THE ROAR has traveled nationally and internationally to represent the Jaguars and 
the NFL. They have performed at Walt Disney World, Universal Orlando, Atlantis, 
Beaches Negril, Senior Bowl and at many events during Super Bowl week in several 
host cities. THE ROAR has entertained at NFL events in Mexico City and London. 
Our leading ladies also spend time entertaining our United States troops. Over the 
years, THE ROAR has visited many of the bases in the continental United States and 
the Walter Reed National Military Medical Center, along with bases in Greenland, 
Honduras, Curacao, Egypt, Bahrain, Afghanistan, Kuwait, Puerto Rico and the Andros 
Island.

JAGUARS UK 


The Jacksonville Jaguars will face the Houston Texans in the 2019 International Series. The Week 9 matchup will be played at London's historic Wembley Stadium 


on Sunday, Nov. 3 at 9:30 a.m. EST. 


On Aug. 21, 2012, the Jaguars made history by becoming the first NFL team to commit to playing four home games at Wembley Stadium. Jaguars Owner Shad 
Khan, along with NFL Commissioner Roger Goodell, announced that the Jaguars would play one game each season in the United Kingdom from 2013-16. That 


deal was later extended through 2020. 


The Jaguars’ footprint in London continues to grow, as the team has registered over 90,000 fans in the U.K. and are the third most popular NFL team in 





merchandise sales. Below is a look at a few programs the Jaguars have brought to the U.K. in an effort to lead the growth of American football: 


JAG TAG 


In 2015, the Jaguars launched JagTag, a simplified version of touch American 
football, tailored to a U.K. audience, to help encourage more people to play 
and understand the game. JagTag is now played in a range of schools across 
London, Newcastle, Manchester and Portsmouth with over 14,000 children 
now engaged in the program each year. Thanks to the first-ever Sport England 
Grant for an American sports program, further geographical expansion 
throughout the U.K. is planned for 2019, making the game even more 
accessible to kids across the country. For the first time in 2018, kids involved 
in the JagTag program became eligible for the LGT Vestra US Gridlron Grant, 
a co-funded scholarship initiative provided by the Jaguars and Partner LGT 
Vestra US, offering two deserving recipients a full university scholarship in 
the U.K. each year. 










JAGUARS SE7ENS CUP 


In 2018, the Jaguars held the third annual seven-on-seven flag football 


tournament for players of all abilities, offering a once-in-a-lifetime chance to 
win a trip to the Super Bowl. The tournament featured two regional brackets 
in Manchester and London, with close to 1,000 participants taking part from 
20 different countries across Europe, before a national final in September at 
Allianz Park Stadium. The winning team, Danish Dynamite, earned a trip to 
Super Bowl LIII in Atlanta. 





JAGUARS ACADEMY 


The fourth Jaguars Academy took place in 2019, with over 100 amateur British 
and European American football players and coaches attending the three- 
day residential camp at Brunell University in London. The academy is aimed 
at players age 18 and above, as well as amateur coaches, and this year's 
program featured Jaguars alumni Tony Boselli and Mark Brunell, as well as 
other NFL legends and coaches. Scouts from 3Step were also in attendance on 
the lookout for U.K. talent. The academy aims to help improve the skill, tactics 
and overall knowledge of the sport with an attempt to help raise the standard 
of the amateur game in the U.K. as well as provide a pathway for U.K. players 
to further their football experience at a U.S. college. Courtesy of the Jaguars’ 
latest U.K. sponsor Fire & Smoke, the Academy MVP was awarded with a trip 
to Jacksonville - experiencing a preseason game and conducting one-on-one 
private sessions with Jaguars coaches and staff. 








In 2016, the Jaguars launched the first Reward Rows program to provide 180 
children taking part in the JagTag program the chance to attend the Jaguars 
game at Wembley for free. In 2018, thanks to the Jaguars Founding Partner 
LGT Vestra US, the Jaguars increased the number of participants to 560 in 
order to reward them for their involvement in JagTag, good behavior and 
involvement in the community. 2019 will see the program return for its fourth 
year, opening up to all of the newly acquired schools taking part on JagTag 
and continuing to provide kids playing football throughout the U.K. with a 
reason to work hard and to better themselves. 


LYCAMOBILE JAGUARS JAM 


In 2017, the Jaguars launched the first weekly press conference exclusively 
for U.K. media and fans with prominent current Jaguars players in order to 
grow the affiliation with Jaguars players and team. The press conference was 
streamed on Jaguars social media channels, engaged with more than 300,000 
fans throughout the season and regularly engaged key media from the likes 
of Sky Sports, ESPN and talkSPORT. The program will launch in September 
in line with the start of the regular season, with new media partnerships 
planned to bring this exclusive content to even more fans throughout the U.K.
